Gives Suggestion by Parable. 

Coming to a consideration of the kind of 
man who ought to be picked to carry out the 
Roosevelt policy of strict law enforcement 
Mr. Bonaparte clothed his message in the 
language of the parable of the wolves and the 
watch dogs.

“Just now the denisefis of that great 
sheepfold, the American union, are begin- 
ing to turn their thoughts to the grave prob- 
lem of choosing a head watchdog to guard 
them for, four long years. I cannot help 


thinking it may aid them in this weighty 


task to establish, first of all, a negative test 
of fitness; whatever applicant for the job 
is viewed with particular favor by the wolves 
may, well be left in his home kennel; wolves 
can be trusted to know what they want and 
to want what the sheep don’t want. 

“In plainer language, no man can be 
safely trusted to ‘take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed’ if his choice be 
longed for and urged by all or many of those 
who have ‘obstructed the faithful execution 
of the same laws in the past, and whose in- 
fluence and resources are formidable ob- 
stacies to their faithful execution today.“

While 
they held one end of a line, the other end 
of which was held on the shore, Dr. Clinton 
Westcott got into a skiff and pulled himself 
out, hand over hand, by the line toward 
Jackson. But the bow of the doctor's skiff 
went under the falls and the craft capsized, 
Dr. Westcott himself having a narrow escape 
from drowning. 


Fights While Senses Last. 

After the four men again had tried unsuc- 
cessfully to pull Jackson off the rock with 
the line which they threw him Adelarr Pote- 
vin went out hand over hand on the line, 
which Jackson had tied around his body. He 
reached the rock beside Jackson and tugged 
at his shoulders, but was unable to move 
aim.

Fire Alarm Causes Rush. 

It was a false alarm turned in at State and 
Madison streets that caused the stampede, 
and it was in answering this alarm that the 
wagon from Central police station ran down 
Hasel Plummer. 

She was a few feet behind her mother and 
father, who were on a Christmas shopping 
expedition, and had their arms filled with 
bundles. The mother and daughter attempted 
to run in front of the clanging patrol wagon 
as a car approached, and then, realizing their 
danger, tried to turn back. But the girl was 
too late. The mother tried to save her, but 
the child was knocked down by one of the 
horses, and the wheels of the heavy wagon 
passed over her body. 


Tar Scow Blows Up. 

While these things were stirring the down- 
town shovners the spectacular explosion ofa 
scow filled with hot tar in the north branch of 
the Chicago river near the Division street 
bridge brought excitement to that section 
of the city. 

The scow was being loaded with hot tar 
through a gas pipe leading from the plant of 
the People’s Gas Light and Coke company, 
Elston avenue and Division street, across the 
docks to the scow. The tug Leslie was being 
fastened to the scow at the time. 

Capt. George McDonald of the tug, Engi- 
ner Thomas Corrigan, and Max Schaffer, a 
laborer, were on the scow at the time. With- 
out the least warning the great mass of tar 
suddenly arose in a flaming mass. Capt. Mc- 
Donald was hurled into the airand fell on the 
deck. The engineer followed him. The 
scow burst into flames. 

When help came Capt. McDonald was 
found lying on the docks seriously injured. 
His face and hands were severely burned. 
He was taken to his residence at 306 Hudson 
avenue. Corrigan had a few minor bruises. 
The search then began for Schaffer. He 
could not be found. 

The firemen poured so much water into the 
scow there was danger it would sink. The 
damage was placed at $5,000. 


Lost in Burning Building. 

The plight of the fourteen firemen at the 
Fifth avenue fire was brought about in a 
peculiar manner. Members of engine com- 
panies 10 and 40 were among the first to 
arrive. Carrying loads of hose they pushed 


| their way into the building. which was burn- 


ing from basement to roof. When they got 
inside they became confused and were saved 
from being lost utterly, only by the warning 
eries of Cornelius Shea, 4 city plumiber, and 
Fire Captains Egan and Oswald. 

Asst. Marshal Seyferlich and Capt. Mo- 
Auliff heard the cries of the confused fre- 
men and directed other men to follow them 
and rescue them. Pipeman M. Keavitt, T. 
Klein, J. Rauch, Thomas Logan, and George 
Harris of engine company No. 10 groped their 
way through the smoke within a short dis- 
tance of the door, when they fell overcome by 
smoke and were dragged out. Capt. Me-

But First Speaker Is Answered 
by Words, There Are No

During the temporary lull in 8 
tion of the saioonkeepers’ cases the City club 
took advantage of the opportunity yesterday 
to indulge in an academic discussion of the 
Sunday closing question. All the important 
arguments for and against the closing of 
saloone on the Sabbath were presen 
representatives of each cause, but the club 
did not attempt to make up its mind on the 
perplexing subject. 

Oliver W. Stewart, the prohibitionist leader, 
cited statistics to prove the decrease of 
crime in cities with a day lid and argued 
for the obédience to the law? because it is 
the law. He holds that’ ithe personal liberty 
to drink at any and all times has been lost 
in the greater 88 right to keep disorderly 
influences in check. 

Harry Rubens, representing the Nquor 
interests, argued in favor of the inalienable 
right of Americans, especially foreign born | 
Americans, to drink on Sunday the same as 
any other day, and he uttered the prophecy 
that any attempt to curb this right will re- 
sult in a relapse into bad government. Chi- 
cagoans of foreign blood, he said, would 
rather have a bad city administration that 


that does not. 
Says “Juries Will Not Convict.” 


Mr. Rubens thought it would be found as 
impossible to enforce the law in Chicago as 
in New York, and that Chicago juries will 
not convict violators of the antiquated statute. 
The law itself he asserted to be quite as un- 
constitutional‘ as its sister statute prohibit- 
ing barber shops from keeping open on Sun- 
day, which was heid invalid by the Supreme 
court. To which Mr. Stewart replied: 

It seems to me there is a fundamental 
difference between these two cases. A man 
does not commit crime because he gets a 
shave, and geting one shave does not impel 
him to get another and another, until he finds 
himself on a tonsorial debauch, of which 
crime and disorder in the community is the 
result. 

Mr. Rubens argues that any other article 
of merchandise may be abused quite as much 
as liquor, and that the saloon therefore 
should not be the subject of special legisla- 
tion. But there is nothing in the buying ofa 
drill that impels a man to blow a safe. And 
there is something in liquor that impels a man 
to wrongful deeds. I don't think Mr. Rubens 
will dispute the fact that a moderate use of 
liquor leads to an immoderate use.“ 


Less Crime with Lid On. 


Mr. Stewart sald that since the closing of 
the saloons on Sunday in Kansas City, Kan., 
crime has decreased 338% per cent, bank de- 
posits increased $2,000,000, while €00 pupils 
have been added to the schools—pupils who 
previously could not go to school, because 
they had no proper clothes, their parents 
having spent the money in drink. 

“In this city. we have before us the ques- 
tion of whether we are to obey or disobey 
the Sunday closing law, and whether candi- 
dates shall announce in advance of election 
that they will not enforce it. If it is an 
unwise law, I say enforce it and ask the 
legisiature to pass a wiser one. The only 
safety of gou property owners and all others 
is in upholdirg obedience to the law—there is 
danger in disobedience. 

A to personai liberty to drink at any 
and all times, including nights, I hold that 
all government is an interference with per- 
sonal liberty. A man finds that his personal 
liberty to build a frame cottage on a lot is 
grievously infringed by the larger public 
right to protect the city against the dangers 
ot fire from this source. The personal liberty 
to have saloons open all night and on Sunday 
is lost in the larger public right to protect 
society against the ipcrease of drunkenness, 
disorder and crime.“ 

Mr. Stewart thought the tendency to disre- 
gard laws is not found among the foreign 
born citizens so much as among native Amer- 
feans, who learn 431 upon it as sharp to 
put the law under f 


Finds No Blue Laws Here. 


Mr. Rubens started out with a discussion 
of Sunday laws in general, showing Dlinois 
is. more Üderal in this respect than other 
states. There are no blue laws here—any. 
labor and amtisement may be carried on 80 
long as it is orderly. Then he went on to 
show that this is far from being a puritanical 
city and that all kinds of spayed diversions 
are the rule. 

1 tell you, he said, ** that the bulk ot the 

inhabitants of this city are opposed to en- 
foreement of the Sunday closing law, and a 
law to be enforced must represent the honest 
convictions of the majority of the commu- 
nity. Take the fugitive slave law. Could it 
be enforced in the north? Didn't the — 
of the north — id it? Weren't all the test 
people of the.north—the Wendell Phillipses 
and the Garrisons—all using their best efforts 
ko nullify that law? 
r “Tt is the same with the Sunday closing 
law. Thousands of persons in this city are of 
the honest conviction that this law should not 
be enforced. They believe in the personal 
Hberty to Hve- their les as they wish and 
as ¢heir fathers lived them. These people 
have ideas different from the old Puritans. 
They go to service in the morning, but in the 
afternoon they go to the parks and museums 
and the turner halls, where they drink a glass 
of beer or wine with their families. And let 
me say right ‘here that it was the turner 
haHs with their music and their beer and 
wine served on Sundays that made possible 
the creation in this cfty of the great Theodore 
Thomas orchestra. 


Drink with Their Pastors. 


“These people came from countfles where 
they went on Sunday afternoons te the bowl- 
ing alleys and drank their beer in company 
‘with their pastors. Now, such being the cir- 
.Cumetances,: any attempt to interfere with 
the customs and habits of generations is 
going to bring about a situation in which the 
people will rebel against the law, and in 
which the fact that in Illinois juries are 
judges of the law as well as of the fact will 
play an important part.“ 

Mr. Rubens quoted District Attorney Je- 
rome of New Tork to show that under Theo- 
dore Roosevelt's strenuous ‘police crusade 
against the Sunday saloon the only result 
was to raise the pollce tribute from $5 to $10 
for immunity from arrest, and that after- 
ward the quotation dropped back to $5. 

Tou will have the same result in Chi- 
cago if you try to enforce this law. con- 
tinued the speaker. Xou will only foster 
blackmail, briber), perjury, and raise up a 
race of informers who will inform or not in- 
form, according to the size of the bribe.

AIDS JURY DORMITORY’ PLAN 


Industrial Club Committee Ap- 
peals to County Board. 


WOULD ELEVATE VENIREMEN 


Asks Appropriation for Improvement, 
to Attract Better Class. 


a 


An appeal was sent to the board of county 
commissioners by the special jury committee 
of the Industrial club yesterday asking for 
an immediate appropriation to fix up the 
vacant space in the upper part of the Crim- 
inal court building into suitable quarters for 
juries. 

The plan for this improvement was drawn 
up by the county architect a year ago, but it 
was not until recently that.there was any 
room in the building to carry it into effect, 
The Industrial club suggests converting the 
rooms vacated by the Probate court and clerk 
info dining rooms, consultation rooms, and 
sleeping rooms for juries. 

The following reasons are given for urging 
the appropriation in the letter submitted to 
the county commissioners: 

Greater security and less danger of outside in- 
fluence reaching the jury. 

The removal of the greatest objection to. jury 
service on the part of the average citizen (confine- 
ment in rude quarters), and therefore a greater 
willingness on his part to serve. | 

It will’ impfove the personnel of the average jury. 

Facilitate jury trials. 

Yield fairer verdicts. 

Result in a decrease of crime in the city. 

Save the county in indirect. ways many times 

the original cost of making the improvement. 


Agitation One Year Old. 


“The Industrial club of Chicago a little 
more than a year ago,“ says the letter, un- 
dertook to improve the jury setvice in the 
courts of Chicago. Its activity in this direc- 
tion was prompted \py the fact that it was 
and still is, to a more limited ‘extent, how- 
ever, common practice on the part of busi- 
ness men for themselves and their employés 
to. seek and make use of every available 
‘means and influence to escape jury service. 

We found the objection most put forward 
by business men to serving as a juror was the 
poor housifig provisions made for criminal 
juries, and we have sought improvement in 
this line by a change of hotels. 

“AS a permanent remedy. it was proposed 
by E. J. Brundage, then president of your 
board, that when the Probate court and clerk 
vacated their quarters in the Criminal court 
building and moved into the new courthouse, 
then in the course of construction, the space 
so vacated by them, Being the entire upper 
floor, de used for the purpose of housing 
and caring for these jurors. 

“Accordisgly,.a plan was prepared by the 
county architect and. made public. It met 
with universal approval and we submit was a 
step in the right direction. We are con- 
vinced that not until this or some similar 
provision is made will the permanent objec- 
tion to serve on criminal juries be entirely 
removed. 


Sacrifices Home Comforts. 


We agree the juror is a part of the ma- 
chinery of justice and that it is his duty as 
a citizén to perform jury service. At the 
same time he is to that extent sacrificing his 
private interests. He should not expect the 
opr comforts and conveniences he might 

have in his own home, yet it should be the 
duty of public officials to wham the respon- 
‘sibility for hia custody for the time being 
may be intrusted to make his accommoda- 
tions as nearly perfect. as possible.

The last of a series of conferences between 
representatives of the Women's Christian 


ꝓhystology and narcotics of the State 
Teachers’ association was held at the board 
rooms in the afternoon. The two bodies have 
been trying to agree on a modification of the 
state law requiring “ temperance instruc- 
tion in the physiology text books used in the 
elementary schools. 

The committee will present its report this 
week at the meeting of the State Teachers’ 
association at Springfield. It will urge the 
teachers to present to the general assembly 
a modified law in which the amount of space 
to be devoted in the text books to “ the evil 
effects of alcohol and narcotics” shall be 
substantially diminished, or the requirement 
abolished altogether. 

After a discussion which lasted most of 
2 afternoon, the five teachers present an 

e of the W. C. T. U. members stood 1

BXPERT TALKS OF LONG CRUISE

Father of British Navy“ Sees 
Good in Fleet’s Voyage. 


SHIPS ARE STRONG WEAPONS 


Unjust Censure Denounced; Friendly 
Criticism Offered. 


[BY WIREL}ss TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON. Dec. 21.—Admiral Sir Cyprian 
Bridge Father of the British Navy,“ for- 
merly director of the intelligence department 


ot the British navy and one of the greatest 


naval experts in the world, indorses Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's dispatch of the American 
„ battle fleet to the Pacific ocean. 

In discussing the move today he said: 

‘‘ Comparatively speaking, America’s navy 
never had any long distance cruise, and 1 
view the present voyage of the battleship 
fleet to the Pacific as one from which bene- 
fits of incalculable value should be derived.” 

Sir Cyprian not only served his country in 
the admiralty, but he has had wide experi- 
ence at sea, having been commander in chief 
on both the Austrialian and China stations, 
so he is able to speak both as a theoretical 
expert and as a practical seaman ard naval 


commander. 
Baye Practice Is Needed. 


Like. other thoughtful 3 nme 
rian regrets and deprecates e loos 
1 4 criticisrns of the battle- 
ship cruise which have been noticeable in 
some sections of the British press. 

At the outset he was disinclined to talk 
of the matter. He questioned, he said, the 
propriety of discussing the naval affairs of 
another country than his own, but finally he 
donsented to speak, and once started he 
talked in the straightforward, bluff fash- 
jon of an honest sailorman. 

“Critics of this latest American naval 
project,,”” he sad. should bear in mind that 
though the American navy is second in the 
world in point of strength, it has had far 
lese practice in the solving of one hundred 
and one minor difficulties that such a cruise 
entails than several of the world’s smalier 
nevies. 

“Germany and France, and even Italy, 
have had far more experience in foreign 
waters with a large sized fleet than America. 


Coaling Operations Valuable. 


„ The experience which the American navy 
department will obtain in arranging for coal- 
ing on the present cruise alone will, in my 
opinion, be of vast importance. The calcu- 
lations of coal*supplies- and the time they 
will last for such a fleet really can only 
be made to a certainty by persons who have 
had experience. 

“As to the suggestion that it is an evi- 
dence of weakness that the United States 
has to depend on foreign bottoms to carry 
her coal, I would say this is not so great a 
weakness as it w seem to be on its face. 
Recent w have shown that shipowners 
of neutral nations invariably take a chance 
to supply one side or the other at the risk 
‘of having their ships confiscated. During 
the Russo-Japanese war, for instance, sev- 
eral British ships carrying coal wére confis- 
cated. The risk of confiscation is great, but 
the inducement also is great. 

„From a naval point of view the art of 
keeping the American fleet in proper forma- 
tion may be acquired only by practice in the 
open sea, although the problem of navigation 
always, of course, is of prime consideration, 
Personally I do not think Admiral Evans and 
his officers will-have any difficulty. 


* Danger in Straits

Low Armor Belt an Error. 

“Personally, I do not know whether the 
charge that armor belts on the latest ships 
are placed below the water line instead of 
above is true; but t t is true, this error of 
design is likely to prove a source of great 
danger. Some of the older ships in the 
British, navy are equipped in this manner, 
but not those constructed in recent years. 

„However, there may be some excuse for 
the error if it has been made through mis- 
calculation. Frequently extra equipment is 
added to a battleship after ite construction. 
The weight of this, with a full equipment of 
coal and ammunition. sinks the armor line 
lower than it originally was intended to be 
sunk. 

From my personal inspection of some of 
the American battleships. including the Ken- 
tueky, I am unable to affirm the charge 
the magazines for the armaments are in dan- 
gerously close proximity to the guns, and 
may thus be exploded by sparks. 

„As my memory serves me, the magasine 
or the Kentucky is something like thirty 
feet from and below the guns. If Iam not 
in error, the British navy arranged the maga- 
gines for some of its secondary armaments 
in late years after the American plans. 


Calls Navy Powerful Weapon. 

2 Although I am always keenly interested 
in American affairs, I have not perfect faith 
in my ability to give.intelligent judgment 
as to the fighting efficiency of the Ameri- 
can navy. I will say, however, it looks from 
here to be a very powerful weapon of naval 
warfare. 

The American torpedo, known as the Bliss- 
Leavitt, of which $3,000,000 worth been 
ordered by the American navy department, 
ie soon to be tested, both in England and 
France. The French government has named 
a commission to witness the tests at Toulon 
next mont Soon after the Toulon tests are 
completed, similar tests will be made in be- 
half of the British naval authorities at Wey- 
mouth.

ASSEMBLY WORK PRAISED. 


Conservatism Shown by Members in 
First Days of Body. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Taft took time today from his piled 
7 work to talk of conditions in the Philip- 
pines. He diecussed the situation materially 
and politically and said he was much pleased 
at the conditions found as well as the outlook 
for further progress. 

Peace, he said, reigned in all sections of the 
islands. Robber bands have deen extermi- 
nated and farmers are free to till the soil 


without fear of murder or pillage by la- 


drones. The oration of order in the 
islands the retary considers America’s 
greatest achi ment im the Philippines. 
On this subject the secretary said: Under 
the policy inaugurated by President Mc- 
Kinley tn reference to the establishment of 
a temporary government in the Philippines, 
a community of seven million people, inhab- 
iting three hundred different islands, many 
of whom were in open rebellion against the 
government of the United States for four 
years, have been brought to a state of pro- 
found peace and tranquillity in which the 
people, as a whole, are loyally supporting 
the government in the maintenance of order. 


Education to Solve Problems. 


“From an educational standpoint, I found 
much to ourage the supporters of our 
policy in the islands and those who share 
in our ho for the future. There is no real 
difference between the educated and the ig- 
norant Filipino that cannot be overcome 
by the education of one generation. 

„The Philippine government has not funds 
enough to educate in primary and industrial 
schools all the present generation of school 
age, and unless some other source of funds 
or governmental means is found jt will take 
more than a generation to complete the 
primary and industrial education of the 
common people. Until that is done weought 
not to lift our guiding hand from the islands.“ 

Mr. Taft was asked if in his opinion the peo- 
ple were fit for the introduction'of the jury 
system and could they safely be permitted to 
bear arms. 

No, to both questions,” he said, there 
are among them people prone to violence and 
who, with the use of arms, would at once re- 
sort to ladronism, or robbery, as a means 
of livelihood. The temptation would be too 


great. 

** Before jurors can sit impartially between 
society and the prisoner at the bar the com- 
munity must become sufficiently imbued 
with the sense of responsibility for the gov- 
ernment and with its identification with the 
government.

Improvements by City Road. 

During the reconstruction period of 1907 
under the traction ordinance the Chicago 
City railway has laid 31.24 miles of new track, 
according to a report issued from the office 
of President T. E. Mitten during the day. 
The work done represents a cost of 61. 500,000. 

The report further states that 181 new cars 
of the pay as you enter type have been 
placed in operation on the Cottage Grove 
avenue line and that as soon as a loop can 
be secured the same type of cars will be put 
in operation on the Indiana avenue line. Of 
further improvements the report says: 

“The company has nearly completed its 
carhouse and shops at West Seventy-eighth 
street and Vincennes road. During the last 
two years additional lands have been secured 
for the completion of this property and the 
high pressure water system is being extend- 
ed.

Three additional carhouses with 
a capacity of approximately 700 cars to take 
the place of the present carhouses will be 
built at Archer avenue and Thirty-firet street, 
West Sixty-ninth street and Emerald ave- 
nue, end Thirty-ninth street and Wabash 
avenue. The company also has completed its 
power house at Forty-second street and We- 
bash avenue. It is proposed to build a power 
house in the southweet part of the city and 
another substation, or main power house, as 
may be determined, on the property pur- 
chesed some years ago at Thirty-eighth and 
Halsted streets.

Speech of Attorney General Bonaparte. 
Mr. Bonaparte’s speech follows: 
Gentlemen of the Illinois Athletic club: 

I am happy, as well as honored, in bearing 

to you the president's greeting. his regrets 

that he could not avail himself of your cour- 
teous and hospitable invitation, his earnest 
hopes for your prosperfty and your useful- 
ness. In giving you this message, I am his 

spokesman; and, let me say at once, when I 

go beyond the discharge wf this pleasing 

duty, Iam his spokesman no longer. 

For what I say this evening, which had 
better be left unsaid, for what I fail to say 
which I might say with profit, I, and only I, 
should answer. You will listen, not to what 
the administration has to tell you, not even 
to what the department of justice has to tell 
you as the department of justice, but only 
to the words and the thoughts of a humble 
American citisen, whose experience in a most 
responsible public office emboldens him to 
speak on obstacles to the execution of the 
laws. 

“ Article 2, section 3, of the constitution 
says of the president, ‘He shall take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed.’ Prob- 
ably this duty is the most important, the 
most clearly vital to the people’s happiness 
and safety, of all the president's dut To 
aid him in its fulfillment many publie serv- 
ants are employed and a great expense in- 
curred each year. If, when he seeks to fulfill 
it, a stumbling block is placed in his path; 
if the faithful execution of the laws is 
made difficult or uneertain, in whatever 
measure or from whatever cause, the Ameri- 
can people should be plainly told that the 
American people may find and apply a rem- 
edy. To this end I shall speak this evening: 


Claims of Special Exemption. 

In common, I believe, with all Americana 
who have ever heard of it, I had always 
thought benefit of clergy unjust and absurd, 
but es a result of my experience as attorney 
general I now find that some people think 
or talk and write as if they thought a similar 
privilege exists today in America for the 
benefit of certain classes of Americans. 

“In the eastern states any enforcement 
of federal statutes forbidding conspiracies 
in restraint of trade or favoritism by com- 
mon carriers is greeted by a chorus of wails 
as ‘unsettling business,” and breeding or 
keeping alive panics. In certain western and 
southwestern’ states the prosecution of men 
who have acquired vast tracts of public lands 
through fraud and perjury, in plain violation 
of law and with enormous profit to them- 
selves, is fiercely denounced as a ‘ persecu- 
tion’ of ‘prominent’ and public spirited ’ 
citizens. Finally, in so southern states 
attempts to bring to punithment, under the 
laws of the United States forbidding peonage, 
those who virtually enslave helpless negroes 
and no less helpless foreigners provoke a 
like outcry. 

Wealth Held Above the Law. 

“In all these cases alike the idea underly- 
ing the complaint, an idea often more or less 
concealed by sophistry and falsehood, is 
that laws, or some laws, are not really in- 
tended to be obeyed by some people 
These critics might, perhaps, consent that 
some show of enforcing such laws should 
be made. After a tedious and expensive in- 
quity has shown clearly that a wrong has 


answer for it, but when he shows, by way of 
‘answer, not,-indeed, that he knows how to 
read, but that he is a ‘captain of _ indus- 
try or a ‘ generalissimo of finance,’ or at 
least a leading citizen ’—In other words, 
that he is rich or otherwise influentia!—they 
would have him go unpunished, or at worst 
escape with a sham penalty about as for- 
midable as bufning with a cold iron. 

“Iam not here to advocate any man nor 
to hint at any man but there are one or two 
things I wish to say, not as an officer of the 
national adminjstration but as a fellow-re- 
publican. The man you choose must be a 
man who belongs to the American people. 
The man who goes to do the will of the peo- 
ple as the man you now have has done and 
does today must be a man the people knows 
belongs to them, and not the servant of any 
interest, or class, or combination, sent there 
to do the work of that interest, or class, or 
combination. 

** Nominate such a man and I look forward 
to the same verdict by the same jury which 
has been in session since the election of Pres- 
ident McKinley in 1896.“ 


Regulation of Trusts. 


Then Mr. Bonaparte went on to talk of the 
work of the department of justice, of which, 
he said, he was the unworthy head.” After- 
wards he took this back, because, he said, he 
had been accused of mock modesty when he 
made use of such a term before. “I have 
ho modesty, mock or real,“ he observed, and 
proceeded: 

“A word before closing to avoid miscon- 
struction. bh have spoken and spoken only 
of obstacles to the execution of the laws; I 
have nothing to say at any time against their 
well considered amendment. If the congress, 
representing and acting for the American 
people, sees fit to change any law the same 
or an earlier congress with the like authority 
has made, an executive officer of the United 
States, as such, has no just cause and no 
warrant to-complain; for him the new law is, 
as the old law was, to be obeyed and not to 
be questioned. But whatever his personal 
opinion of its merits, however cléarly he may 
see, however strongly he may feel as an 
individual its impolicy or its dangers while 
the law is on the statute book, he is bound in 
conscience and honor, bound by the demands 
of his official duty and the.sanction of his 
official oath to treat it as the W will 
of the nation.“

¢ Corporation counsel appeared against 
Wheeler, and the building department. 
through Supt. David F. Moore, contended the 
house should be rebullt or razed, Although 
Flatbush folk called the house a . and 
are much annoyed thereby, Justice Crane 
told Mr. Wheeler. his rights would be pro- 
tected, so the builder left court in good 
spirits. PRS 

When Wheeler planned to build last sum- 
mer he was confronted by the high cost of 
materials, and decided to adopt economy 
from the start. Aggrieved Flatbush men 
allege that the house now about half com- 
pleted is ** made of sticks, stones, and mud,” 
but such is not the case. A solid railroad tie 
forms the threshold; several wooden for 
sale signs, which were wearing their lives 
away in vacant lots, were incorporated into 
the walls and neatly covered with tar paper; 
an ald door, cut to fit, makes a paneled wains- 
coting along the staircase, and some smoke 

imed timbers, salvage from a fire, give 
the dining room an old English effect of 
*“ smoke stained rafters." Wheeler thought 
the idea combined art with economy. 

It was hard work getting a roof together, 
but two or three old sections of a shingle roof 
have been trimmed and fitted ag a covering 
for part of the house. The foundations, of 
every known material, appear strong but ir- 
regular. 


Some Changes Demanded. | 


The building departmient requires new con- 
crete piers under the front of the house, the 
completion of a retaining wall in front and 
rear, a bay window plumbed up, the roof 
slewed around, and the second story bay 
window straightened. This means; Wheeler 
says, “to tear down and rebujid.” Walter 
F. Clayton, a Brooklyn builder, testified bo- 
fore Justice Crane today that the building, in 
the main, was safe. 

Wheeler built his house under difficulties. 
His day's work over, he tackled the job for 
three or four hours each evening, carrying 
most of the materials to the site in his arms. 
His family occupies temporarily a basement 
in a row of brick houses near. The expense 
of the delayed building operations hag fallen 
heavily on the family. Mrs. Wheeler said to- 


“It seems we can't rent a flat and keep 
our children, too. Three are sick. If the 
inspectors had only given my husband a 
chance he would have had the house finished 
and painted, and it would look the same as 
any other house. We can’t have Christmas 
in our new home, that is certain.”

For the week ending Dec. 14 of this year 
the figures show that in New York City there 
were 190 deaths resulting from heart dis- 
ease. For the corresponding week in 1906 
there were 141 deaths. The startling increase 
in this year's fatalities may be graphically 
explained by the following epigram of which 
the late Dr. George F. Shrady is the author: 

“Time is money. and overtime meats 
riches, sickness, and death.“ 

Abe Hummel’s Case Typical. 

Abraham Hummel, the disbarred lawyer 
who is reported dying of heart disease in the 
penitentiary at Blackwell's island, followed 
the pace that kills, and his breakdown is 
said to be typical of that which annually 
overtakes thousands of New Yorkers. 

“A man cannot chase dollars all day and 
pleasures all night without paying a high 
toll,“ recently said Dr. Beverly Robinson, 
famous as a heart Specialist, and this toll 
is paid from his beart.“ 

Dr. Thomas Darlington, health commis- 
sioner of this city, when asked for his idea of 
what caused this year’s increase in death 
from weak hearts, said: 2 

“ Let the public judge. We supply the fig- 
ures. There isn't any change in the disease 
itself. Twenty years ago the diagnosis was 
just as correct as it is today. If the disease 
remains the same the figures have risen. 
Form your own .conclusion. I’ve no theory 
to advance that isn’t open to all who give 
the situation a glance.” 


Do Not Enjoy Life. 

There were 5,557 deaths in this city in 
1906 from heart disease, bringing the weekly 
average to 106.86. The deaths in 1007 for 
the week ending Nov. 80 were 164; week of 
Dec. 7, 152; week of Dec. 14, 190. A famous 
practitioner, who prefers not to have his 
name used, said, in commenting upon the 
subject: 

The condition is alarming. And it Is all 
directly due to the way New Yorkers live. 
They do not smile any more. They have not 
time to enjoy life properly. The age is a 

moralizing one. Look at the building 
operations, just as an example that comes to 
mind. Hardly a day passes but some sub- 
stantial house is razed to the ground. And 
why? Simply to put up another more pre- 
tentious one. There is a grand hotel, the 
Plaza, facing Central park. The old Plasa 
hotel which stood on that site was a hand- 
some, commodious building. Why was it 
demolished? Because it wasn’t grand 
enough; it waan’t big enough; it didn’t suf- 
ficiently typify the New York spirit of fast- 
ness and vastness. Don't you suppose the 
men who hold such ideas—who never are 
satisfied, but ever are striving after the 
unattainable—must pay the price of their 
restlessness? And don’t you suppose such a 
iffé affects the heart?“

SAYS ROOSEVELT IS WRONG. 


Gen. Agreed That 
Situation Was Perilous. 


Asserts 


Reno, Nev., Dec, 21.—From his aick bed to- 
day Gev. Sparks made the felowing state- 
ment in explanation of his act in asking 
a Koosevelt to send troops to Gold- 
field: 

“Throughout thie whole controversy I have 
acted according to my best judgment. I be- 
‘Tteved from advices received from confiden- 


| tial agents in. Goldfield that trouble was im- 


minent in the mining ca ‘ 
“I knew that dynamite had been stoled 
from the mines, that the miners were armed 


of mines and preventing men from working 
was damaging property. 

“I was also advised that the sheriff and 
other civil authorities were unable to cope 

the situation. I made these facts known 
to the president, and, in the absence of any 
statement, I advised that troops be sent to 
Prevent trouble. 

“I thought no good could be had from 
calling a special session of the legislature. 
It has developed Since the arrival of the 
troops there has been no violence, And thés 
ts why I asked for troops. 


Says Terrorism Is in Air. 

“I believed that so long as there were reg- 
ular soldiers on the ground there would be 
no outbreak, but I feared, and had reason so 
to fear, that unless such action were taken 
3 there would be riot and blood - 

“While I was in Goldfield 1 iny ted 
personally the conditions that 1 
found that the business men were afraid 
of violence, and that the women were in 
terror. Dozens of women have left the 
camp because they feared trouble. 

" i found that there was organised a band 
of ‘high graders,’ and that the sheriff 

is absolutely unable to secure a conviction 
57 any ore thieves. I learned that there are 
over a thousand rifles in the possession of 
the miners, and that the spirit of many of 
the men is such as to warrant me in believ- 
ing that those rifles would be used upon mall 


pretext. 

“While Gen. Funston w there I con- 
ferred with him frequent After he had 
made a thorough investigation, in- 
formation Trom all sources, he told me that it 
was his opinion that the troops had arrived 
none too soon. 

“I think he considered the situation grave, 
and he gave me to understand that he in- 
dorsed my action in requesting that the troops 
be sent. He practically stated that a portion 
of the troops would remain in Gold@eld untfi 
winter had pessed. 


Says Roosevelt Is Wrong. 

“ President Roosevelt has evidently acted 
upon the advice of the commission which he 
sent to investigate. It was there a short 
time, and its investigations were perforce 
much more incomplete than those conducted 
by 1 Funston.

Me declared that 
common sense was abandoned to suit the 
fancy of a lot of self-constituted represent- 
atives of an alleged regeneration of the 
Dusiness world.“ These men, he said, had 
plunged the country into peril, 

Interstate Laws Clog Wheela 
Senator Foraker said, in part: The appli- 
eation of our interstate commerce laws to our 
foreign commerce is a handicap of the most 
serious character, not only to our industries 
at home, but to the great industry of the 
sea. The law should be amen @ 4 in this re- 
spect. This is generally realiz. and admit- 
ted, and yet public sentiment is in such a 
state that there {fs general hesitation to act. 
“It is impossible for our agents abroad to 
successfully compete with agents of foreign 
nations when our rates for shipment are fixed 
and published all over the world, and cannot 

be changed except upon thirty days’ notice. 

“We are passing through strange experi- 
ences. The plainest common sense proposi- 
tions with respect to great husiness transac- 
tions are whistied down the wind if they do 
not happen to sult the excited fancy of a lot 
of self-constituted representatives of an al- 
leged moral regeneration of the business 
world. All this is unnaturel, unwarranted, 
and injurious, and we are now paying the 
penalty. The most stupendous 2 
the world hag ever witnessed h 
checked and chilled 

Confidence the Main Thing. 

It ia not foreign to the discussion of our 
merchant marine and its restoration to pros- 
perity to thus consider the prosperity of the 
nation. They should be inseparable. To re- 
store confidence and recover the ground we 
have been losing we must understand and 
remedy the causes of our trouble. 

It is not due to a scarcity of currency, for 
we have more money and better money today 
than ever before. 

“It is not dus to a conspiracy of rich men 
to bankrupt themselves and the whole coun- 
try for political purposes. Many things hav- 
contributed, but it waa inevitable that sooner 
or later we should have some such experience 
aa we are now having when we provided by 
law that the revenues of over 200,000 miles 
of railroads, representing more than §14,000,- 
000,000 of securities, should be turned over 
to a rate making commission of seven men 
sitting in Washington. The work assigned 
them was an impossibility of auch magnitude 
as to make the proposition an absurdity.” 


Subsidies Are Urged. 
Mr. Foraker reviewed the history of legis- 
lation relating to the American merchant 
marine and concluded his speech as follows: 

This moment marks our deepest humilia- 
tion. We now have less satisfactory condi- 
tions than any that have ever yet been 
known, and there is less promise of improve- 
ment, except as we find it in the hope and be- 
lief that the extremity to which we have 
come may for very shame compel attention | 
and precipitate action. 

„ continue to believe that the surest and 
best way to restore our merchant marine is 
by a return to discriminating duties, and I 
continue to believe that when we shall have 
done this our flag will again soon be flying 
over all the oceans. 

„We should take that step at once, but 
that seems to be, for the present, impossi- 
ble. In the meanwhile there is no chance for 
any kind of help except that only which is in 
the nature of bounties or subsidies. It 16 
that or nothing, and that is far better than 
nething.”’ 

Navy Man Favors Subsidy.

150 Miners Nearly Drowned.

The water reached to the chins of some 
of the men before they got to the surface. 
The rush of air was so great when the water 
broke through that the lights on the miners’ 

were extinguished. 

Nine men lost their lives in this mine last 
July through white damp. 

Jacobs Creek Rescuers Overcome. 

Jacobs Creek, Pa., Dec. M- Only thirteen 
bodies had been recovered from the Darr 
mine tonight, and all hope of reaching the 
others before tomorrow was abandoned. 

In their endeavor to reach the victims sev- 
eral members of the rescuing party were se- 
riously overcome by black damp. Their 
condition became 30 grave that physicians 
were rushed into the mine to render medical 
aid. Later they were brought out and taken 
to their homes. 

Clarence Hall, the government geological 
expert of Washington, and 8. M. Fowler of 
Chicago, a United States mining engineer, 
arrived to make an investigation of the ac- 
cident for the government. Mine inspectors 
from surrounding states are also present, 
and when conditions will permit a thorough 
investigation of the explosion will be made 
in the hope of reaching some plan whereby 
the frequency of the terrible occurrences 
can be eliminated. 

Relief funds have been started in various 
nearby towns, and within a few days a per- 
manent organization will be perfected to 
take care of the widows and children of the 
unfortunate miners. 

Climatic Conditions Cause Crashes. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 21—A number of ex- 
perts who have made partial investigations 
of the Naomi, Monongah, and Darr mine dis- 
asters, declare the explosions are partly due 
to climatic conditions. It is a noticeable 
fact, they say, that the recent catastrophes 
have occurred at about the same hour in the 
day, in a sohe of certain altitude, in about 
the same longitude, and in places where 
climatic conditions are similar. 

The majority of the mines being operated 
today are below the level of the streams in 
the same sections, and, owing to the moisture, 
the outside air forced into the mines by the 
fans has been laden with carbon-dioxide 
moisture and other impurities. 

It is suggested that if the air forced into 
the mines was gathered from a higher 
stratum and was heated sufficiently and 
otherwise treated to remove the impurities 
the accidente would be less numerous during 
the change of seasons.

‘Notwithstanding the fact that to the 
philosophié mind Christmas is a great 
comedy of errors in which the actors go 
about purchasing ornamegts for those who 
want utilities, utilities for those who want 
ornaments, and both for those who want 
neither, there is something about the 
Ghristmas spirit that time cannot wither 
or custom stale.

MEETINGS OF EDUCATORS. 

The announcement of the meeting in 
Chicago of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science carries with 
it a call for the assembling of members 
of twenty-two related societies repre- 
senting as many departments of scien- 
tific research. While the exact sciences 
will be demanding attention here the his- 
torians, political scientists, and political 
economists will hold their annual meet- 
ings in Madison, Wis. In other places 
there will be large gatherings of tedch- 
ers, the holiday week being generally ob- 
served by thousands as a time for the In- 
terchange of ideas and the widening of 
friendships. 

These meetings of educators are sig- 
nificant of the marked advances made in 
American scholarship in recent years. 
One society after another has been or- 
ganized and has attained solid stgength 
because _of ‘the amount and the char- 
acter of the investigative work which is 
being done in this country. The special- 
ists are making their influence felt in the 
curricula of the schools and in the pro- 


_ duction of books which win high praise. 


They ‘are attratting an ‘increasing num- 


ber of students and are creating a de- 


mand for ‘rained: teachers which it is 
hard for them to meet. N 

They are working together in a har- 
monious spirit, which is having direct 
effect in the advancement of the inter- 
ests of scholarship in this country. They 
send students to one another according 
to the particular needs of the individual. 
The result is an interuniversity comity 


and a friendliness of educators which is. 


remarkable. 

In one generation the American un- 
versity idea has developed 80 far that 
the German institutions which once at- 
tracted advanced students have almost 
entirely lost their patronage from this 
side of the ocean. The man with the 
German doctorate finds it no easy com- 
petition with his fellow who holds an 
American higher degree. Except for the 
training in the modern languages the 
European institution no longer offers 
what cannot be obtained equally as well 
ven in this respect the ad- 
vances made herg, in a generation have 
been surprising. 

The holiday meetings which seem to

extend the interest in higher education. 
They stimulate the ambitious.. They tend 
to stre en the common cause of 
American institutions. They bring men 
who are getting results from laboratories 
and libraries into closer relationships in 
organizations of many kinds.

Cockades have figured to a considerable de- 
gree in the Drucé claimant case in London, 
which has for its ultimate object the duke- 
dom of Portland, and much stress has been 
laid upon the question as to whether the 
Goachman of the original Thomas Druce, 
the founder of the Baker street bazaar, ever 
was seen wearing a cockade. Nowadays all 
sorts of people use the cockade, but down to 
about thirty or forty years ago the right of 
“ cocking the hats of liveried servants was 
strictly limited to great nobles and officiala 
holding in the military, naval, court, or 
civil service of the crown a commission 
from the sovereign. No shopkeeper or 
tradesman would ever have ventured to 
adorn his servants’ hats with this token of 
officialdom, or would even have dreamed of 
doing such a thing, whereas the late duke of 
Portland would naturally have had al! his 
servants wearing their hats cocked. 
As no mention is made of cockades in the 


| Encyclopedia Britannica, it may be of in- 


terest to mention that they were introduced 
at the accession of George I. of England, 
when his adherents adopted a black cockade 
on their hats to distinguish them from the 
Jacobites, who wore the color of the Stuarts— 
namely: White. The cock used to con- 
sist of a bunch of rosette of ribbons, de- 
signed to hold the brim of the three cornered 
hat in position. The role which the cockafle 
played in those days is best shown by tha 
following lines relating to the defeat of Sir 
John Cope by the Jacobite insurgents: 

But when he saw the Highland lads, 

Wi' tartan trews and white cockades, 

Wr swords and guns, and rungs and gauds, 

O. Johnnie took wing in the morning. - 

The three cornered hats weren in course 

of time abandoned by the gentry, und in tue 
army and navy, but were retained for de- 


mestic liveries, and still form part of the 


state liveries of servants. When the high 
silk hat took the place of the three cornered 


chapeau for ordinary very wear the dock - 


ade was trahsferred from the brim of the 
one to the edge ot the crown of the other, 
In England the cockades are of three kinds: 
the royal, which is black, entirely round. 
bigger than the two others, and reserved 
exclusively for the royal family; the paval 
cockade, which is oval; and the militaty 
cockade, used also by all civilian dignitaries 


of the crown, and which is tan shaped. The 


use of the cockade has spread to foreign 
countries, forming part and parcel. of the 
servants’ liveries of the officials in all the 
capitals of the old world, the cockades worn 
by the servants of the presideste of the 
French republic being of the national colors, 
red, white, and blue. The cockades of the 
Spanish royal liveries are bright red, and 
those of the kaiser and of the royal house 
of Prussia black and white. 
— 

In France there is no rule restricting the 
use of cockades, which are to be seen, white 
in hue, adorning the highly glazed white 
hat of the Parisian hack driver, and which 
need not necessarily be taken as indicating 
his Jacobite sympathies. But tn monarchi- 
cal countries the rule is much stricter, and. as 
I have stated above, the use of cockades 
by the servants of any save those who hold 
the commisison of the sovereign is frowned 
upon by the authorities. Many people in 
this country make use of the cockade without 
apparently being aware either of fits origin 
or of the etiquette in connection therewith. 
Strictly speaking, ite use should be limited 
to the servants of the president and of the 
federal officials holding his commission. 

— 

While Lord Kelvin has been lauded in his 
obituaries as a princesrof science, no mention 
has been made of his claim on the good 
will of all Amerſcan gourmets as the son- 
in-law and heir of the famous Madeira 
wine merchant, Charies R. Blandy When 
the Oidium attacked the Madeira vineyards 
in 1852, Blandy. under the impression that 
the vines would never recover, invested 
half a millon pounds sterling in buying up 
all the good wines that he could lay hands 
upon, and eventually accumulated some 
8.000 or 10,000 pipes of the choicest variety, 


ranging in value from $200 to $2,000 apiece. 


To lodge his wines Blandy was forced to 
purchase no less than forty Dulldings, among 
them being the principal theater of Funchal, 
which he ruthlessly transformed into a 
storehouse. The gem of the entire collec- 
tion was a rare Sao Martinho Verdelbo, 
more than fifty years of age, and possessed 
of a most wonderful perfume. It was the 
fortune realized by Mr. Blandy, who was 
a man of the most genial and hospitable dis- 
position, that enabled his only daughter's 
husband, the late Lord Kelvin, to maintain 
that dignity befitting his peerage and to de- 
vote himself wholly to his scientific pursuits 
without any preoccupation as to his means of 


livelihood.

From the beginning of the new year the 
Augustinian nuns, who have enjoyed the 
privilege of tending and nursing the sick in 
the great. hospital known as Hotel Dieu at 
Paris since the eighth century, will be ex- 
cluded from that institution with which they 
have been so closely identified for 1,200 
years.

If so much more joy comes in the giving than 
in ‘the receiving, even though the spasmodic 
and mercenary enter largely into our gifts 
at this season, how much greater shall be our 
joy if all life is an act of giving and of serv- 
ing? And we shall find through such an in- 
vestment the full efriching of life just as that 
life begun in little Bethlehem sends now its 
gladness and glory through all the ages.

From that to a pretension 
to the ownership of a title, in existence or 
dormant, belonging to the noble house in 
question, there is but a step, and it is 
fortuuate when people content themselves 
with the mere pretension, and do not permit 
themselves to be persuaded by scheming law- 
yers to waste money in efforts to establish 
the mostly mythical rights to the ownership 
of these jitles, and to the estates that are 


supposed to belong thereto.

Not but what there are some bona fide 
heirs to British peerages and-baronetcies in 
the United States, who, through ignorance, 
through lack of means, or through preference 


for the status and privileges of American, 


citizenship to nobillary honors in the old 
world, refrain from taking any steps to en- 
force their rights. 

These heirs are to be found chiefly among 
the descendants of those younger sons of the 
aristocracy who came to this country in its 
early colonial days, either to seek a fortune 
in the new world or * their room 
was preferred to their company at home. 
Page after page of the standard works of 
reference dealing with the British peerages 
and baronetcies and giving their genealogies 
will show instances of members thereof who 
are mentioned as having emigrated to Amer- 
ica, where all trace of.them has been lost by 
their family on yonder side of the Atlantic. 

Before mentioning some of these instances, 
and referring to a few of the most remark- 
able of the pretensions which have been put 
forward by citizens of the United States to 


nobillary dignities of the united kingdom, it : 


may be as well to state that in the first place 
these claims, even if proved, always are of 
a barren character, since in no case do they 
carry with them the possession of the family 
estates. 

h 

No matter how unjust, illegal, and even 
criminal the origin of the usurpation of the 
estates may have been, the possession there- 
of by the usurper for a period ranging from 
twenty to forty years, according to circum- 
establishes his legal proprietor- 
ship thereof beyond recovery by the lawful 
heir. So that when lawyers, either here or 
in England, induce people to advance money 
for the prosecution of-pretensions to estates 
which have been for more than forty years in 
the possession of any one party they either 
are deliberately swindling their clients or 
else are most lamentahly ignorant of old 
world law. 

It may safely be asserted that the cost of 
establishing a contested title before the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords 
amounts toa minimum of $50,000, and its more 
likely to greatly exceed $100,000. Few peo- 
pie can afford to spend sq muth money on the 
chance of securing a dignity which carries 
with it no estates, and are not likely to find 
many persons willing to advance money for 
the- promotion of their interests in the mat- 
ter. 

That ie the reason why so many claims to 
British peerages remain in the condition of 
mere pretensions, and never are pushed. 
Were it not for the expense, and were the 
ordinary tribunals competent tp sit in judg- 
ment on such matters as these* the machin- 
ery of the courts would be clogged with the 
quantity of suits for the recovery of coronets, 
since, as I have stated above, a considera- 
dle molety of the English peeragés, and most 
of the Scottieh honors of the same kind, are 
held subject to contest. 

— 

Were it not for this question of cost the 
American Percys might take legal steps to 
establish their rights to the earldom of 
Northumberland. The historic house of 
Percy has long since become extinct in the 
male line in England, and the present bearer 
of the name is the endant of that Hugh 
Smithson who, havi married the heirees 
of the last Percy duke of Northumberland,

Partial pro- 
tection of the kind which commonly is sold to 
native farmers or merchants carries with it 
the assurance that the consul of the nation- 
ality under whose protection they happen 
to be will be informed of any proceedings 
brought against them under Moorish law. 

Naturalised “ Americans” who want to 
sell protection go through the form of en- 
‘tering into a business agreement by the 
terms of which the Moorish subject becomes 
bound to him as an agent.“ or employé.”’ 
The name of the mohalat, as the protected 
one is designated, is registered at the office 
of the American consul. When the mohalat 
and the naturalized eitisen get outside the 
mohalat either pays his protector in cash or 
binds himself to turn over a large percentage 
of his harvest or income at a certain time 
each year. 

There is one American citizen in Tan- 
gier who is known to have made thousands 
of dollars from the sale of protection. He 
has under him no less than thirty-two mo- 
halats. In the harvest season bags of grain 
equal in value to the price agreed upon for 
protection are sent to him by his mohalats 
in the country between Tangier and Fez. 
And the business of selling American pro- 
tection still goes on, the price depending upon 
the wealth of the man protected. 

Work for the Consulate. 

The staff of the American consulate is kept 
busy attending to the affairs of the worthies 
who in a mysterious way obtained naturall- 
zation papers through the fraudulent chan- 
nels in New York their mohalats The 
consulate receives notarial fees in certain 
cases, but jobs like the settlement of estates 
of deceased persons are done gratis, what- 
ever expense there may be being borne by 
Uncle Sam. 0 

Now that the American government is rals- 
ing the club of expatriation, there has risen 
a wide difference of opinion as to what the 
result of expatriation will be if congress does 
not grant a Stay. 

Certain officials and private individuals say 
that as soon as protection ie with wn the 
part of the Moorish government that may 
chance to have the upper hand at the moment 
of withdrawal will pounce upon all former 
American citizens” and their former mo- 
halate,’’ cast them into kasbehs in the vari- 
ous cities, and give over their property to 
official loot. Another opinion is that those 
who lose American protection will secure the 
protection of some Huropean country 
France is not overlooking any opportunities) 
and remain as safe as before. 

At any rate, it is thought that the Moorish 
government will be loath to venture on a 
course of that could not fail to 
become notorious in the eyes of Durope. 

Expatriation Would Be Painful. 

While the ult te fate of Morocco’s nat- 
uralized ‘‘ American” citizens well may re-

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SUFFRAGETTES’ GOAL NEARER 


English Political Parties Now 
See Serious Side of Fight. 


MAY SOLVE SOCIAL EVns. 


Minister Says Ballot for Women Will 
Make Them Man’s Equal. 


{BY cane TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—There ts no phase of 
English political life at the present moment 
more curious and interesting than the devel- 
opment of the woman suffrage movement. It 
isn’t at all impossible that its clamorous ad- 
herents will wring from one party or the other 
within a comparatively short time the full 
adoption of their program. Their agitation 
has pretty well survived the stage of ridi- 
cule and they have at least reached the poal- 
tion of a faction which conrpels political 
recognition. 

The writer attended the first meeting of a 
league fo? woman suffrage held in Queen's 
hall Tuesday. It was a public meeting only 
in a@ restricted sense. Admission was by 
ticket only and every precaution waa taken 
to exclude the little brown dog agitators 
who copy the suffragettes’ own methods and 
break up ever suffrigist meeting whereto 
they can gain admission. So there were ne 
live rats or offensive chemicals to distract 
and terrorize the female portion of the audi- 
ence. 

Zangwill’s Advice Well Liked. 

There were prominent speakers, but Israel 
Zangwill was the most enjoyed. He assured 
the audience that the struggle for woman 
suffrage wasn't a duel, but a duet. Just as 
a cowl didn’t make a priest, so petticoats 
didn't make a suffragette, and there were 
many suffragettes in trofisers. He de- 
nounced the flagrant injtistice of denying 
women equal recognition with men ix their 
work in the professions.. No matter how 
badly a woman might paint she couldn't be 
elected a member of the Royal academy. 

The Rev. Campbell attacked the social 

de of the problem, arguing that suffrage 
for women would help to cure prostitution 
because the resulting legislation would tend 
to put women's labor on a par with man’s 
in its financial recompense. 

“It is damnable,“ he exclaimed, to e@u- 
cate women and then deny them a living 
wage. It is the resulting poverty which 
chiefly. recruits the army of prostitution.“ 

Lord Russell criticised to some extreme 
the tactics of the suffragettes in breaking 
up all public meetings, but the audience, 
which was two-thirds women, did not agree 
with him and there were many hisses. He 
pacified them by ls assurances of sympathy 
with their cause. :

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| HARDEN WEAKENSIN CHARGES 


Would Withdraw His Accusations 
Against Von Moltke, It Is Said. 


KAISER WILL NOT CONSENT. 


Orders Case to Continue Until Legal 
Decision Is Reached. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21.—The trial of Maximilien 
Harden still continues, with the probahjlity 
that it will last until after Christmas, owing 
to the large number of witnesses yet to be 
heard. Rumors of a possible compromise, 
which were currept throughout theday, were 
strengthened by mysterious conferences be- 
tween the lawyers during various intervals. 
These, however, did hot lead to anything 
positive. 

Several witnesses underwent cross exam- 
ination, and Frau von Elbe, the divorced wife 
of Count Kuno von Moltke, occupied the 
stand for several hours, but the natureof her 
evidence was not divulged. 


Say Harden Offers to Withdraw. 
Later it was stated that the searching ex- 
amination affected the reliability of Frau 
von Bibe’s testimony. It also was re- 
ported that Herr Harden had offered to 
withdraw his charges against count von 
Moltke, which were founded to a great ex- 


former wife. 
The state's attorney, however, insists upon 


thrashing the matter out, which course, it is 
asserted, is taken at the instance of the em- 
peror, who, it is said, has issued a cabinet 
order to the effect that the trial must go to 
a judicial conclusion.

GETS CHEAP TAXICAB FARES. 


London Rate Will Be 6 Cents a Half Mile 
in Blectric Vehicles After New 
Year’s Day.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—Londoners are prom- 
ised service by taxicabs at cheap fares with 
the New Year. The delay in the introduc- 
tion of this innovation in the British me- 
tropolis, despite its success in continental 
capitals. is due to the provisions of the met- 
ropolitan carriage act of 1869.

| Ten Thousand Cheer Verdict in 


Sensational London Trial. 


WOMEN SHOW DEEPINTEREST 


Fact Artist Was Accused of Killing 
One of Sex Lost Sight Of. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TUN. 
LONDON,, Dec. 21.—There was a great 
demonstration in court Wednesday night, 
when, after being absent only fifteen min- 
utes, a jury returned a verdict of not guilty 
in favor of Robert Wood, the young artist, 
who was charged with the murder of Phyllis 
Dimmock, a woman belonging, in Kipling’s 
phrase, to them ldest profession on earth. 

The demonstration began in the courtroom 
itself, cheer after cheer greeting the verdict, 
even the barristers joining in. 

In fact, the only man in court who pre- 
served calmness was the prisoner himself. 
If the case was remarkable, still more re- 
markable was the man around whom it cen- 
tered. 

Throughout he was cool, calm, and col- 
lected. He never betrayed ‘any semblance 
of emotion. He cheerfully answered the 
searching cross examination of Sir Charles 
Matthews, and held his own with that prac- 
ticed barrister. 

While the jury was absent deciding the 
question of his life or death, he sat back com- 
posedly in the dock, making a pencil sketch 
of the judge. 

“You must not do that,” said an usher, 
tapping Wood on the shoulder, and the pris- 
oner shrugged his shoulders, crossed one 
knee over the other, and smiled. 


Ten Thousand Cheer Him. 


When he left the court a free man and 
10,000 voices hoarsely hailed him as a hero, he 
bowed his acknowledgments as if he had 
deen a monarch accustomed to a boldly fer- 
vid enthusiasm of the populace. 

One of the most talented English play- 
wrights, who followed thé case closely, said 
there was not a respectable woman in Lon- 
don who was not firmly convinced that Wood 
was innocent of the charge of murder. 

Tou can't get them to see the possibility 
of his having done it,” he said, “ but if you 
ask the other class. to which Phylils Dim- 
mock belonged, I believe you would find a 
contrary opinion prevailing.” 

Indeed, this aspect of the case—the way 
in which the women, éven those whose fnter- 
ests usually are bounded by the hearth and 
cradle, have taken up the defense of a man 
placed in the dock on the charge of murder- 
ing one of their own sex—presents one of the 
curious anomalies to which students of fem- 
mine pgychology are unaccustomed. 

Though the jury found Wood not guilty— 
nothing but circumstantial evidence having 
been adduced for the conviction—the pris- 
oner, as Justice Grantham pointed out in his 
scathing summing up, was far from being a 
hero. On the contrary, he was a liar, a 4js- 
reputable individual, and habitual frequenter 
of low places and concerns of low charactir. 


Dramatic Clash in Court. 


However, as Marshall Hall thundered, on 
addressing the jury for the defense: You 
dare not hang Robert Wood on the evidence 
produced. You are trying this man for mur- 
der, not for immorality, and upon what the 
crown has put forward I defy you to hang 
him.” 

Sir Charles Matthews, for the prosecu- 
dion, admitted that presumptive testimony 
was not sufficient to condemn a man upon, 
and whatever suspicion the jury might have— 
suspicion as to this “ cold blooded and un- 
naturally, dreadfully singular man in the 
dock. with nerves so extraordinary nothing 
could move him—if the jury had the slightest 
doubt as to his being the man who had done 
Phyllis Dimmock to death, they would have 
to give him the full benefit of that doubt. 

The story of the crime itself is ordinary, 
but the way in whith suspicion was directed

Wins Hearts of Filipinos. 

As the time for his departure approached 
tt became evident that, whatever incidental 
effects his visit may have had, Secretary 
Taft had succeeded in capturing the good 
will and confidence of the Filipinos. This is 
the fourth trip he has made to the islands in 
an official capacity, and his fourth departure; 
but no previous farewell demonstration ap- 
proached the last in magnitude and popular 
spontaneity. 

A tempo stand was erected on the 
Luneta, and here Mr. Taft received the hom- 
age of the populace. It was an unusual spec- . 
tacle. For an hour a procession passed in 
review before him: American troops, Fili- 
pino scouts and constabulary, students from 
the schools and colleges, men employed in 
various industries, girls and women from the 
tobacco factories, marched to the accompani- 
ment of music from many bands, while Taft 
stood in a broiling sun and returned their 
smiles and bows. What mattered it if his re- 
ception had been rather lukewarm? It only 
emphasized the affectionate character of the 
farewell. Better this than an enthusiastic 
reception and a chilly farewell. 

It was worth working and waiting for. 
There is no doubt that the big man was 
deeply moved. It is probable that no pre- 
vious episode in his long and active career 
lay so close to his heart, was awaited with 
such intense interest by the people most af- 
fected by it, and is likely to be followed by 
such far reaching results ag this trip to the 
Philippines. These considerations must have 
crowded his mind as he rose to deliver.his 
farewell words. None could have doubted his 
sincerity when he said: 

As I look out upon this sea of faces it 
seems to me as if the scene can never be 
effaced from my mempry.“ 

At the conclusion of Secretary Taft's ad- 
dress a band played the national anthem, 
whfle the thousands of people stood with 
bared heads. Thus in a single tense moment 
wae the recent Katipunan flag episode ef- 
fectually counteracted. The horses were 
taken from Taft's carriage, which was drawn 
to the Anda monument by students of Santo 
Tomas college. The Malacon drive was 
thronged over its entire length with people 
who waved farewells. 


Personal Triumph Complete. 
Among the impressions created by Taft's 
visit one fact stands out distinctly. It wasa 
remarkable personal triumph for the secre- 
tary of war. He found a disturbed condi-. 
tion—a feeling of unrest, even of apprehén- 
sion. While here he said nothing which 
threw any new light upon the situation, did 
nothing which directly affected the status of 
these islands and the residents thereof. Yet 
his presence was strongly felt. Few Ameri- 
cans will admit that they approve of Taft's 
attitude and utterances while here; but Iam 
sure that Americans feel easier because he 
came. Talk of a meeting of protest has 


ceased. One already hears fewer predictions 


of trouble, even pessimistic anticipations 
anent the assembly are now seldom heard. 
He has managed to imbue the assembly it- 
self with a sense of self-respect and respon- 
sibility which promises well for its future. 
The tension between the American and Fil- 
pino elements also is materially lessened.

AMERICAN WITNESS ARRESTED. 

New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.}—Robert C. 
Caldwell, the “great American affidavit 
maker,” arrived today on the Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria and taken into custody 
by a United States deputy marshal shortly 
after the vessel left quarantine. 

The warrant for Caldwell’s arrest was is- 
sued by United States Commissioner Alex- 
ander, On application of the British consul 
general here. 

In substance the warrant charges that on 
Nov. 8 and 15 last Caldwell willfully and 


corruptly swore falsely in giving testimony 


in the trial of Rex vs. Druce“; that “he is 

a fugitive from the justite of Great Britain,” 

and that be committed willful and corrupt 
perjury.”’ 

The charges corge within the provisions of 
the extradition treaty signed by the United 
States and Great Britain in 1843. 

Caldwell traveled as a second class cabin 
passenger and the warrant was served in his 
room on the main deck. He appeared feeble 
and his face was pallid. 


Prisoner Ill; Granted Bail. 

On the advice of his counsel, Caldwell re- 
fused to make any statement with regard 
to the Druce case. In replying to inquiries 
he spoke in a quavering, feeble voice. He 
said he had been ill in London and is now 
an extremely sick man. 

Caldwell was taken from the pier to the 
Federal Courts building, where he was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Alexander. He 
was joined in court by his daughter, Miss 
Georgiana Caldwell, and George Battle. 

When he was arraigned Caldwell was too 
weak to stand. Mr. Battle asked that bail 
be fixed, but Charles Fox, who represented 


the British consulate, objeeted, saying the 


case was one in which no bail could be 
granted. Commissioner Alexander disagreed 
with him and bail wea finally fixed at $5,000 
conditionally, on approval of Judge Hough. 

Battle told Judge Hough that Caldwell was 
in a serious condition from disease of the 
kidneys. Medical exatnination bore out this 
statement and the judge approved the mat- 
ter of. bail, which was given. 


OPTIMISM PREVAILS IN EUROPE. 


Christmas Trade Never Was Better and 
There Is a Feeling That Good

The physi- 
dan, who was a personal friend of his, in- 
formed him that this was not so, but that 
tt was an infectious disease and that unques- 
tionably he hed been kissed immediately 
after shaving. 

When the outer layer of skin is being re- 
moved by the razor the face is in the finest 
condition to be a prey to microbes of the 
worst and most contagious disease. Experi- 
ments with guinea pigs and rabbits have 
shown if the skin is shaved the microbe of 
plague or tetanus merely placed on the fresh- 
ly shaved surface of the animals immediate- 
ly took the disease. 

The doctor told his friend after careful ex- 
amihation that the mark on his face was due 
to a kiss, which followed almost immediately 
after he had been shaved. And this proved 
to be true.

It has practically been decided that the 
Chicago stock exchange will move from 
its present location at the corner of Lea Salle 
and Washington streets to the second floor 
of the Rookery buikiing, occupying the space 
now occupied by A. J. Lichtstern and the 
Corn Exchange National bank on the east 
part of the floor. Altogether a floor space 
of approximately 6,000 square feet will be 
provided. The annual rental will be sub- 
stantially $15,000. Most of the mémbers of 
the governing committee favor the chenge.

urious living space provided by the many 
great apartments and hotels. But office

MAJOR LEAGUES | 
READY FOR WAR. 


Prepared for Conflict if Amer- 
ican, Assoc iation Carries 
Out Threat. 


OONFLICT IS DOUBTFUL. 


Many Weaknesses in the Minors’ 
Line of Offense and Lack 
of Capital. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 
Right after the major league meetings, 
with their evidences of increased harmony 
between the two big es, had promoted 
u seasonable Yuletide feeling in the minds of 
the baseball fans of the country, rumors of 
war Were revived in both east and went, send: 
ing the magnates into the coming holiday 
week in anything but the proper spirit. 

The announcement that the little Atlantic 
circuit, which existed outside the fold of or- 
ganized baseball last year without\attracting 
much attention, would try to break into the 
Umelight by locating a club in Philadelphia 
next seagon was in the nature of a surprise 
jn this section, as not much bad been heard 
of the Al Lawson circuit out here. It was 
not a serious threat to organised baseball, 
however, as the Atlantic league clubs, even 
when expanded as proposed, hardly would 
rank above the playing strength of the sem!- 
pro teams in Chicago, which have existed 
outside the national agreement for years. 
In fact, some of the jumps between At- 
| lentic league cities are little longer than 
that from the Logan Square park to the 
South Chicago grounds. 


Covet a Chicago Location. 

More serious from the standpoint of or- 
ganized baseball and more important to 
Chicago fans i# the probable result of the 
efforts to locate a third professional club in 
Chicago, efforts which the American asso- 
ciation has been making continuously for 
over @ year, and spasmodically for a longer 
time than that. Numerous previous attempts 
have been made to secure by pressure or 
otherwise the consent of the two major 
leagues to the location of an American asso- 
ciation team on the north side, and falling 
in these the minor club owners have hesitated 
to start the war which entrance into Chi- 
cago without permission would entail. 

Whether the present movement will result 
in anything remains to be seen. There is 
no question whatever but that American 
association men are planning to come into 
Chicago with a club. Whether they do so 


kind of backing and on local conditions. 

The war element in the American associa- 
tion is composed chiefly of George Tebeau, 
who owns controlling Interests in the Kansas 
City and Louisville clubs, and the Cantillons, 
who own the Minneapolis club. Messrs. 
Havenor of Milwaukee and Lennon of St. 
Paul are with this coterie in spirit but not In 
the flesh. It is well known that the Milwau- 
kee magnate has been seeking a purchaser 
for his club for some time, and it is natural 
he should look upon the invasion of Chicago 
favorably, as it would increase the theoret- 
ical value of his franchise. The owner of the 
St. Paul club, which is the one to trans- 
ferred here, repeatedly bas said that if his 
club was transferred it would have to be 
urchased from him. Hence, Messrs. Have- 

or and Lennon favor a war—with them- 
selves out of it through advantageous sales 
of their clubs. 

Three Indifferent to Deal. 

The Columbus, Indianapolis, and Toledo 
clubs announce themselves directly opposed 
to-starting war. This is unquestionably true 
in the case of the Toledo club in which C. 
W. Somers of Cleveland is heavily interested. 
Bryce of Columbus used to be in favor of 
aggressive measures against the major 
leagues, but may have changed his mind. 
Watkins of Indianapolis declares he is not for 
war, but that, if the other five clubs decided 
to break away from the national agreement, 
Indianapolis, Columbus, and Toledo will 
have to follow as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion. f 

Tebeau has been a warrior for several 
years. In connection with Attorney Griffiths 
of Jersey City, he tried to form an alliance 
of the larger minor leagues to fight the Na- 
tional and American leagues—particularly 
the American—some time ago. That purpose 
failed and the New Jersey lawyer lost his 
connection with organized baseball through 
it. Tebeau kept his fighting spirit, however, 
and was joined by M. E. Cantillon, who, with 
his brother Joe, the Washington manager, 
broke into the American association last 
winter. 

As long ago as last summer the war ele- 
ment in that ciroult began looking for a loca- 
tion in Chicago for the St. Paul franchise, 
which has been none too prosperous on ac- 
ccount of its close proximity to Minneapolis. 
The transfer of the St. Pau! club also looked 
mighty good to the Cantillons because their 
Minneapolis team would then be the only one 
in the Twin Cities. An automobile trip all 
over Chicago demonstrated to the invaders 
that all the desirable locations in Chicago 
were taken up by the local semi-pro teams. 


Opening of Negotiatione. 

Negotiations then were commenced with 
Manager Niesen of the Gunthers, and later 
with Manager Callahan of the Logan 
Squares. At nearly the same time a propo- 
sition was made to Jake Stahl to purchase 
the Milwaukee franchise. That was before 
two trades finally landed Jake in New York. 
And but for that double trade the deal with 
Havenor might have gone through. 

The Gunther manager was willing to sell 
or leage hig north side plant, but wanted 
nothing to do with the ownership or man- 
agement of the invading club. That made 
it necessary to find-a purchaser for the 
St. Paul franchise who was willing te pay 
Niesen his own price for the Gunther plant. 
Jimmy Callahen, who also wae approached, 
was willing to take a chance with the propo- 
sition provided he could get the club and 
franchise on favorable terms. This he con- 
sidered only right, as he already had the 
location and the main part of the necessary 
plant. Callahan had nothing to lose by it, 
ae he already had been declared ineligible to 
play under the national agreement, any- 
way.

C. B. Durnell Receives $15,000 for 
Interest in Crack Rider, Who Is

New York, Deo. 21.—[Special.J]—C. B. Dur- 
nell bas finally sold first call on the services 
of Jockey E. Dugan to Harry Payne Whit- 
ney for $15,000 cash. The deal practically 
was closed last October, but Durnell blocked 
it at the last moment by demending a bonus 
of $25,000 for the crack lightweight.

Claims Questionable Methods Are Em- 
ployed Getting Athletes. 


Los Angeles, Cal, Dec. 21.—President 
David Starr Jordan of Stanford university 
in an address to the students of Occidental 
college yesterday branded American football 
as “unethical, unchristian, and unsports- 
manlſke, and indorsed Rugby football as the 
only game for American colleges. 

Dr. Jordan not only attacked football as 
played in this country, but accused Walter 
Camp and other advocates of the American 
game of corrupting the English into the 
American style of play in order to get con- 
trol of the game. 

“The mass play in the American game,” 
he said, is a monstrosity. It is the great- 
est evil ever introduced into play. A game 
placing a premium on brute strength is de- 
void of sportsmanlike qualities.“ 

Dr. Jordan condemned professionalism and 
commercialism in college football, and said 
that pure amateur football was a rare thing 
in this country. 


Sensational Statements Made. 

„It is about time for a declaration of inde- 
pendence by American colleges and upiversi- 
tles, he said. “ Excepting Harvard and 
Cornell, practically all the large universi- 
ties employ questionable methods in secur- 
ing athletes. Michigan has hired profes- 
sionals, such as Ralph Rose. I do not mean 
to say the university was directly responsi- 
ble for the violation of football ethics, but 
the alumni and cheap gamblers of the town 
brought in men who were professionals and 
paid them salaries to play on Michigan ath- 
letic teams. Eckersall of Chicago university 
failed to pass the entrance requirements of

Those who knew Sidney Pointer beet did 
not think he would sire much speed, but 
the germ was there, and Angus Pointer, a 
Ukely looking, rangy colt, and one of the 
earliest of his get, showed a nice way of 
going the first time he was hitched, and in 
no time at all could brush fast. 

He was raced some in 1903, without getting

Mr, 
Wmery bred nearly all the stock he raced, 
and in a few years this may be the ease with 
Gen. Chisholm, as he has three good stallions 
and is getting together a fine collection of 
broodmares, with Allie Jay, 2:08%, and Ruth 
C., 2:18%, already on hard, while his stallions 
are the pacers Blacklock and Director Joe, 
both in the 2:10 Ust, and the colt trotters 
Thistle Doune and Harry McKerron. 
Blacklock, whose record is 2:04%, will 
be raced this year if his legs stand 
the work, and in that event, no 
doubt, will be marked close to two minutes 
as he has that sort of speed.

Man on Inside Has Advantage. 

He needs help from people who understand 
the house, ita goods, Its policy, and its cus- 
tomers. The man or woman already with 
the house has this advantage at the start. 
Make the advertising of your house a regular 
study. Familiarize yourself with the firm's 
literature. Put yourself in the place of the 
customer. If you have been connected with 
the sales department you will have learned 
splendid lessons from the expressions of 
customers. What customers like, what they 
object to, and what they say should be les- 
sons for your regular study. 

Don't say a word to your manager about 
your new plan. He may discourage you. 
Learn that advertising is only business news. 
Just telling in words and pictures the story 
of the house, and telling it in an interesting, 
thoughtful fashion which will inspire con- 
fidence, create curiosi/y and interest in cer- 
tain things and bring the reader to the pur- 
chasing frame of mind. 

If you have been able ta sell goods person- 
ally you have a decided advantage, because 
it requires an application of the same princi- 
pies, only in another manner, to sell by ad- 
vertising. 

Now write some advertising. There is no 
better way to learn. At first it will not sat- 
isfy you. ere is a facility of expression 
which only es by practice. Bear in mind 
that geniue4n business is a myth and that 
talents are a sentimental, indefinite some- 
thing few people ever are able to turn into 
money. A great many people who appear to 
be talented are displaying in a natural way 
the harmonious results of years of hard work

Don't expect or attempt too much at first or 
you may fall down and become a nuisance 
before you haye had a chance to develop.

He was a bright fellow, but his first attempts 
were about the worst jumble of words one 
ever read. He was asked to explain just 
what he meant by each sentence—or try to. 
He did not mean anything. His work did not 
carry any message. 

Then he went back and commenced to use 


his brains in a manner he never thought pos- 
sible. He seemed to open up a new depart- 
ment in his intelligence—a sort of unexplored 
country.

Follow Your Own Style. 
Don't worry about style. Just be natural 
If you try to copy anybody’s style the re 


sult wih be a nondescript—neither your own | 


nor the man’s you try to imitate. Talk in 
an earnest, heart to heart fashion. You 
should know more about your goods than the 
person who reads your ads. If you do not, 
get back to the mines and study your wares. 
Study your article and its prospective buyer 
and select your viewpoint accordingly. 

Little by little your mental horison will 
expand. If you go deep enough into your 
subject and are capable of analyzing with 
exactness the consciousness of your possible 
customer, you attain the position of a first 
class advertising man or woman, a point just 
a shade below that of the biggest man in your 
institution. 

If you develop this knowledge and your 
house does not see a great light dnd let you 
into the ‘advertising department, there are 
other houses in your line who will, because 
this ie a branch of business which is most 
important.

ALF a century or less before the dawn 

of this electric age little importance 

attached to the vocation of the man 

engaged in selling merchandise of any 

kind. It was largely a haphazard, 
catch-as-catch-can, go-as-you-please busi- 
ness, with no guiding principles pointing the 
way to success. 

Now things have radically changed. The 
day of the plaid suit dude, the whisky drinker, 
the loud man generally, the day of the - 
called merely good fellow, as a salesman, 
has passed away. What the world demands 
and in many lines of business seriously needs 
today is business men of real, solid ability as 
salesmen. 

We are living in a new commercialism to- 
day. The old methods of merchandising have 
been revolutionized. Like the crude ma- 
chinery used in the industrial world of the 
past they have been set aside for the new 
and improved methods which are now in 
force. The high intellectual and moral plane 
of present day civilisation demands higher 
laws to govern the relation between the dis- 
tributer and the purchasing public.

Advance Calls for Good Men. 

With this advance has come the demand for 
a higher class of men and women to represent 
the merchant in business—men and women 
with larger ability and a wider range of 
talents. The modern idea calls for true sales- 
manship, which, in its highest sense, is a 
science and an art—a science because of the 
many deep principles and comp.ex laws in- 
volved; an art because of the talent and ski!! 
required in the application of those laws and 
principles to effect a desired end 

Is, then, the ability to sell goods inherent 
just as the talent to paint a picture is born 
in the artist? Perhaps that is true in the 
idealistic sense, but many are succeeding 
reasonably well who cannot boast of genius. 
Any one endowed with a fair degree of in- 
telligence, plenty of common sense, a little 
sagacity, supplemented with an unfailing 
perseverance, ought to develop into à good 
salesman, providing, of course, the work is 
congenial to him. 

Such a man, possessing the common virtues 
and bearing the stamp of sincerity and 
honesty, will have the power to influence 
people—which ig the secret of salesmanship. 
The man who can reach the will, who can 
create a desire in his customer, is the man 
of value. The doit can hand out that which 
the customer has already resolved to pur- 
chase; such is not salesmanship, but the auto-

Ot eoal and oll 
the supplies are ne®essarity Hmited; and al- 
ready they are threatening to give out; but 
the breezes will blow forever+or, at all 
events, as long as our atmosphere lasts and 
the sun distributes its energy -carrying rays. 

It should be realized, however, that the 
windmill is not the y efficient medium 
through which the solar orb may be com- 
pelled to work in harness. Every stream 
depends for its flow upon the sun, which 


atmospheric movements are energized. Thus lifts the water out of the sea and lets it 


it is obvious that when we put the winds to 
work, through the medium of windmills or 
otherwise, we are actually harnessing the 
sun. 

“The sun, one whould realize, is the source 
and origin of all energy. It was stated by the 
late Prof. Samuel P. Langley, the foremost 
authority in this country on solar physics, 
that the amount of sunshine falling on four 
average square feet of the earth’s surface 
is equivalent to one horse power. This sup- 
ply of horse power is not only unlimited but 
„tree to all who eare to use it. The problem 
ig merely to find economical methods where- 
by it may be turnéd to account.

ing way. Sweeping over the fair country of 
the northwest, meteorologists sty that it 
literally draws its cold out of the sky 
from the upper regions of the atmosphere— 
it extends its icy grasp over the land even 
as far as the Atlantic coast. Its energy is 
tremendous, and if intelligently used could 
be made by the frozen farmer to run a heat- 
ing plant for his house, so that he and_his 
family need shiver no longer. Only a small 
fraction of this power would be needed for

He was at a downtown restaurant and had 
ordered his machine to call at midnight. . On 
ite way to the restaurant the machine broke 
down. The millionaire could not keep the

into the restaurant and under the pretext of 
going to the phone to calla cab slipped over 
to my table and touched me for $2. Of course 
he got it. I alwaye carry more money about 
me than any of my millionaire friends. 

Those who have not extensive credit have 
to carry money with them. The less credit 
they have the more money they are obliged 
to have in their pockets. There are only one 
or two shops in town at which I have an ac- 
count. When I buy elsewhere I pay Caeh.

Gould Kept Within Law. 


George J. Gould eame into the headship of 
the ** Gould system by inheritance, as did 
Vanderbilt. He nursed an ambition for a 
Gould system reeching from San Francisco 
to New York, and he fofind backing for his 
dream. But when thesawakening came in 
1898 he had five big roads that are in the 
Pacific, the 
Wabash, the Texas Pacific, the St. Louis 
Southwestern, and the International and 
Great Northern. 

He bought the Denver and Rio Grande and 
reached to Salt Lake City. Then by pur- 
chase of the Wheeling and Lake’ Erie he 
reached to Pittsburg, and through the West- 
ern Maryland he touched tidewater at Balti- 
more. 4 

Gould had his fighting for these accomplish- 
ments, but kept clear of the statute rocks 
upon which other men's schemes have been 
wrecked. The Gould system, with 19,000 
miles and more in its network, is a system 
to be reckoned with in the railway business 
of the continent. His control of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, in addition to his 
railway properties, is said to put upon his 
shoulders the burden of $400,000,000 in invest- 
ments. He has the reputation of being one 
of the hardest working millionaires in New 
York.

The Moores, to bring him to 
terms, took from him th¢ Alton, which the 
*Harriman coterie had manipulated to their 
purpose. Only for the Harriman raid upon 
the Illinois Central this coup might have been 
far more embarrassing to Harriman than it 
proved. Harriman is not yet done with the 
Tilinois Central and the Alton has passed to 
the Clover Leaf—the beginning of what yet 
may be a great Shonts system.

A year ago I came to Chicago a stranger, 
knowing nothing of the city’s ways. Al- 
though my salary as an office assistant was 
$11 per week, account of certain demands 
upon me, for six months I confined my living 
expenses to $6, without sacrificing the home 
comforts to which I had been accustomed. 

After various experiences in furnished 
rooms with diet, I rented a light 
housekeeping room for $2.50 per week. It was 
large, clean, and comfortably furnished, and 
when I had adorned it with treasures from 
my trunk and set the small table with my 
Own dishes, purchased at the 10 cent store, 
I felt the first thrill of satisfaction since com- 
ing to the city. The place was home. 

Of course, being alone, with no one to share 
the-room and table expensés, these were the 
lafgest items. As for provisions, on my way 
home at night I bought my day’s supplies at 
a nearby delicatessen, while good baking 
came from a little German bakery in the 
neighborhood. Over my one plate gas burner 
I cooked cereals, eggs, chops, steaks, and 
vegetables, which, with fruit, constituted my 
diet. “Lunch, of course, was taken downtown 
at one of the noonday lunch rooms, where for 
10 cents I obtained sufficient well cooked food 
forthe midday meal. 

As for laundry, always a troublesome mat- 
ter away from home, I patronized a neigh- 
borhood Chinaman, where my bill averaged 
80 cents per week. 

Table expenses I confined to . per week, 
including the downtown lunch, while my 
daily carfare brought the weekly amount up 
to gs.

Shark’s 3 Not Good. 
VIrtually this law prohibits the average 
Auer from assigning his salary because 
the publicity which must be given that 


knowledge of the fact absolutely essential to 
the legality of the contract. 

Before the person’s salary may be assigned 
the contract must be in writing, signed by 
the debtor and acknowledged by him in per- 
son before a justice of the peace in the town- 
ship in which the aseignor resides. Then 
within three days a full and complete copy of 
the assignment and copy of its certification 
mugt be served upon the employers of the 
person making the assignment. If the bor- 
rower be a married man no such contract 18 
valid unless both man and wife sign and 
acknowledge the paper. 

This term “assignment” -under the law 
includgs any and every possible agreement 
which in any way provides for a loan agent's 
obtaining principal and interest from un- 
earned wage or salary or income. 

If in making an assignment of wages in 
otherwise legal form that assignment paper 
carries the taint of usury im it, or tf it be in 
satisfaction of any usurious contract entered 
into at any time, the assignment becomes a 
solutely void. 

1 
Invoke Law’ s Aid at Once. 

Still further, any assignment of wages, sal 
ary, or income which provides payment of. 
the whole or any part of money to be earned 
more than six months beyond the date of the 
legally executed paper becomes wholly void 
under the law. 

These are the vital provisions of the law 
22 assignments. If you, reader, are in

How to Put on Your Hat. 
“The putting on of a hat is important. The woman 


who simply lands her Rat on top of her head, stabbing 
a pin or two through it, is pretty sure to destroy any 


véstige of good looks which she might ever have had. 


The hat should be slowly adjusted to one’s coiffure, 
delicately spiked to the head with pins, and carefully 


bent to the face. It is then perfect, for it finishes the 
face and,completes the appearance. 

“Matching the hat to the complexion is one of the 
things that is taught to the woman who wants to d- 
beautiful And, if the hat cannot match, it is at least 
possible to match the roses or the trimmings. The hat 
should be in keeping with the face.

“Putting a hat on straight is a most important 
thing, but one which few women study sufficiently.

“ Never, if you are putting on a hat, forget to look 
for the back of the hat. A good milliner will have the 
hat lined in such a way that the Mining seam comes 
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directly in the middle of the back. And this Is a guide 
to the woman who wants to put her hat on straight. 

“If the hat is a tilted one, and most hats dre tilted 
these days, be sure that the tilt is arranged becoming- 
ly. It is dreadfully alluring to wear a hat that shades 
one eye and one cheek. „It is distractingly provoking 
and wonderfully interesting. The hat that just partial- 
ly shades the face is the one that brings out & woman's 
beauty best. 


Hats That Make W omen Look Old. 

“There are women who dare to wear a toque. But 
they are brave women, indeed. A toque makes a woman 
look fully her age, and in most cases it adds a year 
or two to her looks. It is the hat of the white haired 
woman gf 70, but seldom the hat of the chic young 
woman of 20, for the toque is trying.

How to Put on Your Hair 

“ ‘The fancy for pinning the hair upon the hat is 
ope that should be studied by the woman who wants to 
look well. I invented this fad, as you call it, afd I con- 
sider it one of the most telling of all hair fancies. 

“One of my new hats is an English turban, high in 
the crown and with almost no brim at all. The brim, 
in short, turns up around the crown in turban fashion. 
And this gives me an opportunity to pin up my hair 
and make it pretty. 3 

“TI require the services of my maid for this task 
of pinning my hair upon my hat. But, ‘together, she 


and I, we make a pretty picture of HM. My hair is 
loosely marceled. Then my turban is tightly pinned 
upon the top of my head, right in the center of my 
coiffure. Now comes the pinning up of the waves. 

“A short hatpin is run through the front of the 
brim of the hat, then a loop of hair is thrown over th3 
hatpin, and then the pin is stitched again through the 
hat. Another pin is treated in the same way. It is 
run through the hat brim so as to lift a wavy lock of 
hair upon the front of the hat. The sides are treated 
in the same manner until my hair is looped quite high 
upon my hat. A few fancy hatpins now are put in 
for show, and I am dressed as to my hat. It is a 
French fad that is fetching.

Lifting Hair on the Hat. 

“Lifting the hair upon the hat is almost always’ 
becoming. It adds something to both the hat and the 
hair; and in the fashionable millinery establishments 
they insist upon treating your hair in this manner. 

“My hats always are suited to my face, which is 
long and classic. I like the big picture hat, drooping 
at one side, with feathers to set it off, and I wear this 
style of hat almost universally. 

“The most becoming hat is the one that matches 
the complexion while the trimmings match the eyes. 
A cream colored hat with blue plumes was worn dy 
a blonde with blue eyes. Or one can wear a hat that is 
all black, with a single pink rose to bring out the 
pink of the skin. 

“Tt is most effective. But to get a hat without 
regard for one’s complexion, eyes, or color is a great 
mistake. 

“Brown is a picture color for the woman who can 
wear it. But there is a milliner in Paris who will not 
make a brown hat for a woman of more than 40. ‘It 
makes you yellow,’ he says, quite candidly, to his cus- 
tomer. And she, if she is a woman of discretion, wil! 
listen to his advice. ‘Brown is for the pink skinned 
woman,’ he says, ‘and even she should add a pink rose 
or 2 phantom feather of pink.’

There are many ways one can make pretty 
rorset covers from handkerchiefs. Perhaps 
the simplest way is to make one from three 
twelve inch hemstitched or embroidered 
handkerchiefs, using one for the back. and 
the remaining two make the fronts, Connect 
the under arm parts with beading or lace in- 
rertion, also using beading around the waist 
Ene and shoulders, both to be drawn in with 
ribbon, and the neck and armholes to be lace 
ecged. The ribbon also forms the shouider 
straps finished with a bow. 

Another and more elaborate corset cover is 
Made from two twelve inch handkerchiefs. 
Cut each handkerchief diagonally througn 
the middie! One of these halves forms the 
main part of the back with the poin: up, the 
lower edge being gathered into a one Inch 
wide beading at the waist line and run with 
ribbon. For the sides take two halves an-

Bag for Jewels. ä 
jewel bag is always an acceptable pres- 
ent for a young woman and a pretty one can 
be made from a handkerchief. A twelve 
inch dainty handkerchief is best, as the case 


should not be more than four or five inches 


square when done. Therefore cut off two 
opposite borders about two and a half inches 
wide. Sew these together and featherstitch 
the seam, or join it with French knots as 
preferred. Measure down four inches (not 
cut it) from the top for the flap, divide the re- 
maining length into halves, and fold up to- 
gether and tack firmly into place to form the 
pocket part. Cut out of chamois a bag the 
same size as this and fit it inside the pocket. 
Work three eyelet’ holes across the top of 
the flap, and run blue, pink, or white wash 
ribbon through them of sufficient length to 
be hung around the neck.

Hair Receiver. 

A hair receiver can be made from one scal- 
loped edge handkerchief with a bit of rib- 
bon. Fold the handkerchief diagonally in 
half, so that scallop meets scallop, tack the 
points to one side to the points of the other 
to form a cornucopia shaped case, and 
the openings between run an inch 
wide ribbon, finishitig the , and also the 
point at the bottom with a ribbon bow.

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How to Make Pretty Rest Robes 


It is supposed that by this time in the year 
every woman has her winter wardrobe in 
good order, from the street suit to the more 
elaborate gowns, from the dinner dresses to 
the negligees of various kinds. Probably 
those who have only to order what they 
want done have everything needed; but there 
are, no doubt, hundreds of busy housewives, 
business women, both young and_old, whose 
many duties push the making of their clothes 
to the wall for a time; and things have to 
be done when they best can. 

These women almost more than those of 
any other class need real rest robes—pretty 
negligees, house dresses, and sacques. The 
robe or neg.igee is such a delight to slip 
on after a hard day’s work for a short nap 
before dinner, or to spend_a quiet evening 
at home in, if one does not feel equal to 
donning a pretty house dress. The entire 
change from*what she has worked in all 
day is in itself a rest. 

The variety. of materials and designs for 
wrappers, negligees, house dresses, sacques, 
and little combing jackets is well nigh end- 
less, and some of the more practical and 
simpler styles have been chosen for this 
article, that they may prove a help to women 
who are making some one or other of these 
garments for their own wear. 

* 


Houses and apartments are so well heated 
now that the actual warmth of a garment 
for wear indoors is not so often considered 
as it was once on a time. But heavier ma- 
terials than those suggested here could be 
substituted easily. Whether a wrapper is 
to be Jined or not is usually a matter of per- 
sonal preference and probably for this time 
of the year a yoke iining. also lining for 
the sleeves, will be sensible. An fine quality 
of silesia costing 35 cents a yard is most 
satisfactory, although percaline will proba- 


“bly answer the purpose quite as well and 


will be less expensive. It would be a good 
plan, if a pattern has to be bought, to buy 
one of a plain wrapper and with the aid ef 
this pattern it should be possible to copy al- 
most any kind of a one piece gown. It Is 
much better to learn to do this than to feel 
iobliged to buy a new pattern for every gar- 
ment made. And if one feels timid about 
trying an experiment on new cloth, it will 
de time well spent to. use some old cloth or 
tissue paper and get the idea right with 
that. It gives one a feeling of satisfac- 
tion to be able te copy the pretty clothes 
so often seen, either on people, in the stores, 
or in magazine ör papers.

In using a plain or any other kind of a pat- 
tern one most important point must be borne 
in mind. When a section of the wrapper 
is laid on the material (if the pattern has 
been well cut) the lower edge of the armhole 
and the bottom and front edge of the skirt 
part will both touch the selvage edge. If 
the skirt part at the bottom extends beyond 
the straight edge of the goods do not let it, 
but draw a new line from the hip to the bot 
tom, making the bottom touch the selvage. 
This applies to.the front at the underarm, the 
underarm piece, and the side back pleces on 
their front edges. The reason is the gores 
will hang towards the front instead of 
towards the back, as they should if this is not 
done. If the gores are not wide enough 
across the bottom add the necessary width to 
the back edges. 

One pretty wrapper is shown which could 
answer the purpose of a tea gown. It would 
be lovely made of a Japanese crépe in warm, 
rich reds, with the front of plain red mousse- 
line or soft silk. A sort of double ruffle fin- 
ishes the neck, put on in such a manner as to 
form a little bolero. This wrapper could be 
entirely made of the crépe, excepting the 
ruffies.

Another wrapper is made of an inexpensive 
grade of nun’s veiling or albatross in a soft, 
dull green. The material is tucked in tiny 
tucks (they are also wide apart) from the bot- 
tom of a yoke to the waist line and this gives 
a novel and pretty effect. The bottom is fin- 
ished with four bias bands of the material. 
Around the neck there is a collar, the body 
of which is made of tucked white batiste, 
edged on either side by bands of embroidery, 
and a full; soft frill of the batiste finishes it 
on the lower edge. Cords and tassels deco- 
rate the front, and altogether it is a dainty, 
attractive gown. This style of garment al- 
ways looks better and seems more appro- 
priate if made with a slight train.

Stocks for Tailored Waists. 


With the taflored waists and skirts which 
now are fashionable comes a demand for ail 
kinds of stocks. Their attractiveness de- 
pends so much on their freshness that a 
generous supply is needed. If one ts handy 
with the needle a great many of these pretty 
trifles may be made for little expense. 

One chic stock is made of linen. The cot- 
lar is made of the double material and there 
are two shaped pieces of single linen em- 
broidered. These pieces are the width of the 
collar in back and taper to the front, where 
they are an inch wide. They lap in the front 
and button. One piece is set in the end of the 
collar, between the two pieces of linen. 1 he

Dressing or combing sacques are fascinat- 
ing little garments, and, unless elaborately 
made, one can be finished in a few hours. 
A fan shaped combing sacque, made of light 
blue flannel, the edges bound with g pompa- 
dour ribbon. This has no lining, and the 
edges are turned up to the right side and 


covered with the ribbon. It is fastened at 
the neck with a pretty little frog. 

A dear little breakfast jacket is made of a 
rose pink silk mull (which will wash), and 
has an albatross lining for warmth. It is® 
quite simple in design, having only the under 
arm and shoulder seams. Around the edge 
is a shaped circular ruffle of the materiaf 
joined to the sacque by a fagoting stitch. 
The lower edge of the ruffie is bound with 
ribbon. The edge of the sleeve bells out 
a little and is finished the same as the sacque. 
There is a fichu shaped coilar of the mull, 
edged with black velvet. Both these sacques 
can be made from a shirtwaist pattern. 

One that is made of challis is tighter look- 
ing than the others, although it has no other 
than a yoke lining. To this yoke lining the 
material is gathered, both across the front 
and the back; then there is a gathered front 
set in, either of the challis or some soft con- 
trasting silk, and ‘where this is seamed tothe 
challis the stitching is covered by a fancy 
braid or bias stitched band of silk: Around 
the bottom of the dress, excepting acruss 
the front, is attached a gathered ruffle, 
trelve inches wide where it starts and ser- 
enteen inches wide in the back. Where this 
rome is attached to the skirt the seam is 
finished to match those down the front.

It will take between seven and ten yards of 
single width material and a couple of yards 
more for the front of any of the wrappers 
shown; and the materials suggested can be 
bought from 60 cents a yard up to the ex-

Embroider one end 
of the tab on one side, and the other end 
on the opposite side, so that when lapped 
over the embroidery both ends of the tab 
wil: be right side out.

UNE on utilizing old silks, I would like to 
suggest another use to which they may be 
put—that is, in making silk rugs or portieres. 

Cut the silk into strips about an inch and 
a half wide and from four totwelve or longer 
in length. Lay one end on the other, fold in 
three, and sew together with a few strong 
stitches. Press the folds with a hot fron and 
then wind tightly in a ball—about half pougd 
balls. It takes a pound and a half of silk 


to make a sqyare yard.‘ The borders can de 


made of any color of which you have a good 
deal, say, two shades of green. 

Wind the strips for the border, which can 
be as long as the Mik will allow, in balls of 
one color, and the weaver will mix them.

Take a clean pan 
and aii with suds made from a good, pure 
soap. The most satisfactory results will be 
obtained by using rainwater to which alittle 
borax has been added. 

Place the lace covered jar in the waterand 
place on the stove; slowly allowing it to 
come to a boil. Remove the jar and grub 
the lace carefully with a soft old toothbrush. 
Rinse well and dry by an open window.

ETWEEN five and six thousand Croatian 

families living in the faetory districts cel- 

ebrate Christmas, longer than any other 

of the two score nationalities living in 

Chicago, The Croatian Christmar lasts 

two weeks; from Dec. 25 to Jan 6 they 

engage in a round of festivities and cele- 

brations. 2 

While officially Christmas among Croatians is sup- 

posed to last only three days, the people have from time 

immemorial been in the habit of making Christmas a 

two weeks’ holiday, and will probably continue to do so 

as long as such celebrations’ will continue to bring with 

them the good cheer and good times which they have 
been bringing in the past. 


This extraordinary length of the Christmas holiday 
is said to be due to the division of the Croatian people 
into Roman and Greek Catholics. The Greek Catholic 
church, in accordance with the old style, celebrates 
Christmas thirteen days later than the Roman Catholic 
church. The people, however, who live side by side and 
do not know any distinctions in their daily life’ because 
of their difference in religion, lose the distinction here, 
too, at least as far as their having a good time is con- 
cerned. :

Croatian Youth Wooes at Christmas. 

The Greek Catholics begin their Christmas ‘ unoffi- 
tially.” at the time the Boman Catholics begin theirs. 
and the Roman Catholics do not quit celebrating until 
their Greek Catholic neighbors have officially terminated 
‘their holiday, which is exactly two weeks after the Ro- 
man Catholle Christmas began. Se 

Another reason for this lengthy celebration of the 
Christmas holiday, which many of the younger peopie 
freely assert and the older people reluctantly admit, is 
the fact that the Christmas weeks are generally , the 
wooing season with the Croatian young men. The 
young people are, therefore, naturally interested in hav- 
ing these holidays last long. Then, too, the Christmas 
holiday is about the only holiday the Croatian peasant 
can enjoy undisturbed. It comes at a time when the 
peasant has all his crops in and knows exactly how he 
stands financially. He looks back upon nine months of 
hard labor and anticipates a period of two or three 
months’ rest until springtime. 

Croatians in Chicago who are factory workeis and 
not peasants, and a great many of whom live from 
hand to mouth, will not all be able to indulge in. stich 
lengthy celebrations of Christmas. Many of them will 
have to follow the American styfe of celebrating only 
one day and going to work the day after. But as many 
of the older men and women as well ad those of the 
younger ones who can afford to celebrate. Christmas 
will do so in this city as they would in the old world.

Croatian Christmas Democratic Affair. 

It is not alone in thé length but also in the way it 
is celebrated that the Croatian Christmas is unique. 
Surrounded on the north by Slavonians and Hungarians, 
on the south by Turkey, east by Servians and Hunga- 
rians, and west by the Adriatic sea, the Croatian people 
have, both in their nature and climate, a gréat deal of 
variety and color, and it is in the Christmas celebration, 
which is the only family affair of the year, that their 
muitiplex nature shows itself at its best. 

“Christmas in Croatia is especially interesting for 
its democratic and national spirit,” said the Rev. Max 
Relic, pastor of the Croatian Greek Catholic church 
at 1477 South Central Park avenue. “In the church 

is a solemn affair, but in the Croatia: home 
it is a popular, democratic holiday, dear to the heart 
of every man, woman, and child.” 

Christmas is ushered in with an all day fast. The 
floor, table, and benches in the house are covered with 
straw, symbolizing the birth of Christ in the manger. 
In the fireplace a large and round piece of wood is left 
burning all evening to signify the light whien came 
with the birth of Christ.

how is the “ official” season for lovemaking. It is also 


the most convenient season. 

In accordance with the customs of the Croatian peo- 
ple no man will spend Christmas at a hotel or boarding 
house. If he has relatives they invite him to spend 
these two weeks with them. If he has none he seeks 
to make friends in order that they should invite him. 
Young men who are especially clever or desirable for 
other reasons, but who have no homes, receive their in- 
vitations from friends to spend Christmas with them 
four and even six weeks ahead. The stay of two weeks 
in a family surrounded by all kinds of luxuries, feasted 
and treated with the best of attentions, causes “a 
young man’s fancies” to “turn to thoughts of love,“ in 
spite of the fact that it is not spring. 

If they have, no veranda, no green fields, babbling 
brooks, or green forests where to stroll] with their 
sweethearts, they have the cozy, inviting fireplace and 
in addition the knowledge that this is “their day,” that 
during the Christmas holidays the gods are favorable 
and the fathers seldom sober. 

* 
Weddings Always Follow Festivities. 

It is not alone the “ boarding house element that 
falis victims.to the “slings and arrows” of Cupid. All 
the peasant youths bring their love affairs to a climax 
at this season. After a courtship of four weeks the 
wedding follows, about the middle of February, at the 
time of the carnivals, and just before the forty days’ 
fast, which precedes Easter, sets in. ; 

Many of those in the old country who marry at this 
time do so because they could not take the time during 
the summer, when they were busy in the fields. Some 
marry in the winter in order to have the assistance of 
their wives in the field in the springtime. 

America, of course, has changed, or, rather, made 


it impossible for us to carry out a great many of our 


customs here,” said Mirko Pecar, editor of the Hrvat- 
ska Zastava (the Croatian Banner), but still you will 
find that at least a certain portion of*the population, 
even in Chicago, will live according to the customs to 
which they have been bred in the old world. 

“If you visit on Christmas many of the tumble- 
down. boarding: houses in South Chicago where Croa- 
tians live and work you will find that nearly all of 
them are away from the boarding house on that day. 
Friends have invited them, The few who have not been 
long enough in this country to make acquaintances herd 


together and will endeavor to produce a home spirit 
even at the boarding house. They will not go to the 


saloon that evening, tor this is contrary to all Croa- 
tian traditions of staying home on Christmas.

Work Cannot Kill. Christmas Spirit. 

A visit to some of the people who have their fami- 
ies will reveal the same state of affaires as in the old 
country. The father may possibly go to work the day 
after Christmas, but the spirit of Christmas is in the 
home all the same. In. nearly every home one still 
meets with that joy of life which marks the Croatian 
at home in the old world, a joy which has something 
pagan about it and expresses itself in many of the pop-

Croatians Like to Go Home Christmas. 

The remarkable hold which Christmas as an es- 
sentially home holiday, a home affair as well as the 
only festival which brings joy to high and low, has 
upon Croatians is best seen in the number of emi- 
grants leaving for Croatia before every Christmas. 
Many of the emigrants, upon departing for their old 
world homes, deposit money in some local bank or with 
some friend or agent, with instructions to send them 
tickets in the spring with which to return. They go 
home merely for the holidays. Some stay about two 
months in Croatia. Others, however, are content only 
with one month. They spend their Christmas there and 
then return to America at the opening of the spring 
season. 

“Why spend so much money on a visit home when 
you intend to be back in the spring?’ a Croatian who 
was waiting at the Polk street depot for the 11:45 train 


which leaves for New York was asked. All of hie be- 


longings were packed up in a satchel which he had 
brought with him to America from the old world. 


“Why,” the man replied, “for the holidays. There 
I will enjoy them and gain strength to work, while here. 
eh,” and he waved his arm in a sarcastic attitude: “here 
you work, work, and no holiday. Christmas is one day 
and you don't even know how to spend it. I spent last 
year’s Christmas praying that the day might not be 80 
long, that it might be over, and that I might go to 
work again. Over there it is different.” And the tail, 
six footer suddenly lest himself in a sea of reveries 
about home, from which he was awakened by the rush 
of hundreds of other emigrants for the train.
